It is a noteworthy fact 
thatthe German who has served his time in 
the non-commissioned ranks of the army is 
nearly always a Soolalist, unless in some petty 
government employ. The natred of general 
military armament among the German work- 
ing clasgea is Geep and growing deeper, and 
the multitude see no escape from the iron rule 
of camp except in the success of socialism.

New Yo Oct.. 18.r-The American. Com- 
mittee tos tan netted ot famine in’ Ireland te- 
night sent out the following: 

The past week bas been prolific of ‘mess- 
ages to the American Committees showing that 
the response to the committee’s appeal will 
be hearty and universal, Starting, 96 the 
committee did, nearly three months earlier 
than any similar committee ever before 
started there was gome natural fear in the 
minds of the members of the committee that 
its action might be misconstrued. The early 
ineugtratiog of the . movement for 
the relief for the terrible distress that is 
suré to come to Ireland this winter was not 
meant by the committee to imply that such 
distress would come earlier this year than it 
had come in previous famine years, bat it was 
meant to enforce the fact that relief had gone 
in previous famine years from America to 
Ireland toe late to prevent much suffering and 
to save much valuable life and it wae started 
this early so that relief from America might 
be at band at the very first moment that it 
was needed by the Irish people. The response 
givento the American committee’s appeal 
has astonished even those who are acquainted 


The impression conveyed in some quarters, | With the generosity of the American people. 


apparently through semi-officia!l utterances in 
Berlin, thatthe Emperor William desired to 
give the Socialists a chance to show what they 
would do untrammeled is incorrect. It is to 
the Reichstag and not to the Emperor 
that the Socialists owe their present liberty. 
Both William and his fellow sovereigns of 
Europe desired to see the law continue, but 
withagt the minor state of scige. The Imper- 
lal Parliament was not willing, however, to 
prolong the law, even in that modified form, 
and the Emperor gracefully submitted to the 
inevitable. Nothing short of rebellion is likely 
to secure its re-enactment. 
A CONFLICT IN THE REICHSTAG. 

There is prospect of awarm conflict in the 
new Reichstag over the next war estimates, 
which will include an additional call for 80,- 
000,000 of marks for barracks, strategical rail- 
ways, ctc. The Soeialists have resolved to 
oppose with ali their energies any increase of 
military expenditures, and if the Government 
succeeds in overcoming the opposition it will 
only be at the cost of valuable concessions in 
other directions. Thatthe government will 
make any concessions necessary to carry its 
military alms is certain, for the Emperor, ac- 
cording to beth official and unofiieial reports, 
ig bent upon not only maintaining but im- 
proving the efficiency of the imperial forces. 
He is also gradually getting rid of ali Bis- 
marek’s influences. Several important army 
changes and transfers recentiy made are 
ascribed, iin well-informed gircies, to this 
motive. The generals who enjoyed the less 
reserved confidence of the late Chanceller 
are being removed to posts of as little in:por- 
tance as possible without degradation of 
rank, and the more devoted followers of the 
Kaiser are bronght nearer to the imperial 
person. ‘*The Emperor's army will never be 
called Bismarekiang again,’’ William is said 
to have remarked to the Count Von Waldersee 
after the Emperor had manouvered a force of 


+ 80,000 cavalry in a way to arouse the genuine 


admiration of that veteran soldier.

HOME RULE, 


The Summons te Rome—Makiag the Issue 
Plain—Agitatien in Scotiand.

ONDON, Oot. 18.— 
Irishmen, both in 
England and Ireiand, 
are excited over the 
order from Rome sum- 
moning the Irish arch- 
bishops and their 
senior guffragan bish- 
ops to the presence of 
the Pope. It brings 
the National Leacue, 
through itg clerical sympathizers, face to face 
atiast witha menace they have long pre- 
ferred to avold and is regarded as proving 
that, if Sir Francis Grenfell and Sir Eviyn 
Baring having so far not been very success- 
ful in negotiating with the Italian govern- 
ment about Kassala, they have 
certainly gained cy point for 
the British * government at tne 
watican. Of the prelates summoned, Arch- 
bishop Logue bas kept a non-committal atti- 
tude toward the plan of campaign, while 
Archbishops Croke and Walsh have been out- 
spokes in their adhesion to the patriotic 
cause. That they will be calied upon to dis- 
avow and discourage the plun of campaign is 
assumed as certain in advance, and Irish 
Nationalists are discussing the attitude te be 
taken In view of such a command. 
LOYALTY TO ROME. 

‘‘Anything like schiem,’' said Mr. T. P. 
O'Connor to-day, ‘‘is not to be thought of. 
The Irish people could never think for a 
moment of abandoning the church of 
their, fathers, or of lacking in 
respect for the head of the church, They 
have prover their devotion by too many acts 
in the past for it be questioned now. They ad- 
hered to Ronnie when it was death fur a priest 
to be found in England or Ireland and when 
the penal laws deprived the Catholic child of 
his heritage and gave it to the Protestant, and 
they will be true now, even when the same 
Tory inflpences whieh unheld and would have 
perpetuated the penal lawa bave succeeded in 
gaining the ear and favor of the Vatican. To 
the Pope’s command we answer; in the lan- 
guage of Daniel O’Connell, that ‘we take our 
religion but not our politics from Rome.’ 

THE IS6UH MADE PLAIN. 

‘*‘In one important reépect,’’ added Mr. 
O’OCoanor, ‘‘the hostility of the Vatican is a 
help to our cause. It convinces the great 
body of dissenters in Great Britain and Ire- 
land that we are potthe tools of Rome, and 
that in laboring fer Irish home rule we are 
not laboring to bring Ireland under papal 
dominion. As these dissenters form the bulk 
of the great Libera! party it is extremely es- 
sential that our enemies should not be able to 
use against us the weapon of bigotry or ap- 
peal to dissenting prejudices, and the eourse 
taken by the Vatican makes the use of such a 
weapon impoassible.’’ Undoubtedly there are 
the general sentiments of the Irish National- 
ists. 

HOME RULE FOR SCOTLAND. 

This coming week Mr. Gladstone will de- 
liver several important addresses In Scotland 
and he has promised that Scottish home rule 
will be one of the subjects dealt with. In a 
material sense Scotiand bas progressed s0 
well since the union with England that there 
seems to be little ground for desiring a change 
in the system of the government. But the 
Tery in the present Parliament bas, for al- 
most the first time since the union, boldly 
overridden the expressed wish of the 
Scottish members, and enacted legisiation for 
that kingdom clearly against their protests. 
This has aroused much feeling im Scotiand, 
andthe home rule movement is gaining in 
advocacy, especiallyin the important cities 
of Glasgow, Edinburgh and Aberdeen. Uniike 
the Irish home rule agitation there is no sen- 
timent of ancient wrong behind it, bus it is 
none the less earnestly maintaiged by an in- 
creasing number of supporters. 

SOME CONCESSION INEVITABLE. 

The Prince of Wales is very circumspeet and 
has not himself given any knows cause for the 
prevalent rumor that he is favorable to the 
settiement of the Irish question upon the basis 
of homerule. Butin domestic polities the 
aympathies of tae heir apparent have inclinod 
to the Liberal side. There are members of the 
Government party who are cer- 
tainly of tne opinion attr ibuted 
to the Prince, at. some measure 
of home rule is inevitabie, apd that, tnere- 
fore, the truest wiadem is to arrange the mat- 
ter as speedily as possible. Reasoning thus, 
they desire that the terms should be arranged 
between the two parties, and that the legis. 
lation be proposed by the Government in 
accordance with the precedent of 1885, whep 
Lord Satishury was taken into the eousolie of 
Mr. Gladstone’s administration for the pur- 
pose of arranging the seats bill. But the idea 
finds no favor in high 
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if compromise be possibile, it must be there- 
after. The confident opinion of Liberals is 
that their cause is rapidly gainimg because of 
the faflure of the government tout forward 
any alternative to the system of coercion, or 
even to propose a land purehase bill present- 
ing the elements of — and popularity.

THE CHIEF OBSTACLE. 

The obstac}e will be neithef the Emperor 
nor the President, but Franee. Time has not 
elapsed for her to forgive and forget. The 
side from which the cherished provinces were 
torn still bleeds. Until that wound is elosed 
there is little hope for reconciliation. France 
cannot clasp hands withGermany. But there 
jie no authentic record that the Emperor has 
ever pronounced against restitution. It is 
known that he admitted to M. Simon, whom 
he treated with so much ‘distinction at the 
Berlin Lavor Conference, that he waa Willing 
to discuss the question. On this, it is said, 
the Queen bulids her hepes. By bringing to 
pass the meeting of the Emperor and the 
President an opening would be made for dis- 
cussion and a great step gained, 

On no other question could the two men be 
brought together. To consent to meet would 
be half the victory. Thus the royal house of 
England in its hopes and its 
wishes gives a pledge to ce 
and reconoiiiation at heme and abroad.

Balfour Attacks Morley—The Tipperary 
Trials—Events in England.

ONDON, Oct. 18.— 
Mr. Balfour spoke at 
Neweastie again to- 
day and severely at- 
tacked Mr. Morley. 
He said that Mr. 
Morley had _ criti- 
clseed him for ab- 
senting himself from 
Ireland, but when 
Mr. Morley was Irish 
Secretary, a period 
of six months, he 
(Morley) spent only 
five days in Ireland, 
Mr, Balfour denied that any principle of law 
ercommon sense was violated by the ap- 
poiantment of Mr, Shannon as Resident Magis- 
trate at Tipperary. During the Belfast riot 
resident magistrates appointed by Mr, Morley 
were repeatedly called upon to sdjudicate 
eases in which they bad just previously acted 
in an exeontive capacity. The evidenee in 
regard to the Tipperary riots was, as ueual in 
such cases, conflicting. Experience justified 
him in believing the reports made by the rési- 
dent officers. Col. Caddell was perfectly jus- 
tiflea in causing the mob to move on. The 
police used no more force than was 
necessary to prevent ingress to the 
court-house. Is is quite impossible 
to refrain from some use of force on such oc- 
easions.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 18.—News re- 
ceived here to-day from the Petersburg 
(Va.)

are the opposition of the white Republicans 
ofthe district, and the absurd and intem- 
perate utterances of the man himself since he 
was installed in the seatof Mr. Venable. He 
has been proclaiming ever since then that his 
triumph was in reality the colored man’s 
triumph, and within the past week he had 
advised his people to be ld 
and aggressive in the assertion of 
their rights, and to insist, as they 
had aright to insist, that the two races hence- 
ferth shall go forward hand in hand. His 
language indeed has hada most pronounced 
effect throuchout the whole State, and bas 
served to carry hundreds of men heretofore 
acting with the Republicans over into the 
Democratic camp. It is asserted that if Lang- 
ston could be induced to canvass the State 
and repeat from every stump the sentiments 
he has been uttering at home the Democratic 
majority in November would reach 50,000. 
His is now the-accepted republicanism in 
Virginia. He boasts of enjoyiag 
the President’s favor in a greater 
degree thanany other Republican leader in 
the State, and when asked recentiy what he 
thought Mahone would do this time answere 
by saying that he did not care. ‘‘I ean wi 
without Mahone—even against Mahone,’’ 
was his confident andeven defiant deciar- 
ation. 
Mahone has heard of the remark, and has 
agen accepted Langston’s challenge.

onit. The result is that Langston has no 
claim upon the party in this district as a reg- 
ular candidate, and mustrest his case solely 
upon his individual hold on his people. It is 
said that that is mot particularly strong out- 
side of the toven of Petersburg, and thas his 
Democratic opponent, who is both a popular 
man and good organizer, will poll a very large 
vote. The assertion is freely made that nota 
single white Republican in the district will 
vote for Langston. He bas taken bimeself out 
of the pale of their sympathies, both b 
bis rebeliion against the regularly constitute 
party authority, and by his foolish speechke 
about the total obliteration of all race lines.

New Engines ef War. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 18.—Proposals for 
the construction of one harbor defense ram of 
2,050 tons displacement, one torpedo boat of 
112 tons, and one swift cruiser of 750 tons, 


will be opened at the Navy Vepartment on 
Dec. 20 next for the ram and the torpedo 
boat, and on Feb. 11, 1891, for the torpedo 
cruiser. 

The successful bidder for the harbor 
defense ram must guarantee a speed not less 
than seventeen knots an hour, For every 
additionaLguarter ofa knot of speed main- 
tained on the trial! trip a premium of $1,500 
will be given. If the vessel fails to show a 
speed of seventeen knots she will be rejected, 

The torpedo cruiser mustdevelop twenty- 
three knots per hour, and for each additional 
quarter knot developed up to twenty-four 
knots apremium of $10,000 will be allowed, 
anda premium of $20, 000 for each quarter 
knot developed over twenty. -four knots, and 
not exceeding twenty-five knots, is also pro- 
vided for. A failure to develop twenty-two 
knots will cause rejection. Penalties are to 
be exacted for fallure to develop the required 
speed. The contractor for the torpedo 
boat must guarantee twenty-four Knots. If 
the vessel should develop a speed not 
exceeding twenty-five knots the contractor 
wil! receive a premium of $2,000 for each ad- 
ditional quarter knot developed. <A speed of 
less than twenty-three knots will result in the 
rejection of theram. Penalties for failure to 
develop the required speed are provided. 

The harbor defense ram and the torpedo 
cruiser are to be constructed on plans pro- 
vided by the bidders. The ram must be com- 
pleted within eighteen months, the cruiser 
within fifteen months and the torpedo boat 
within a year from the date of contract.

FORESHADOWING A Fiasco. 


After the Chicago World’s Fair mana- 
gers had wasted the better part of a year 
settling their site squabbles and other 
preliminaries whieh had not been thought 
of outside of Chicago as matters which 
would so long delay the great work they 
have on hand or consume so much of the 
little time they had to do it in, the public 
had a right to expect that the evolution of 
great ideas for the Fair would begin at 
last. 

But the first and only ‘‘idea’’ officially 
promulgated so fur is a miserable bit of 
“‘fakirism,’’ a plan to get $150,000 of “gate 
money”’ on the opening day by the clap- 
trap process of exhibiting that day a 
great competitive drill and  dis- 
play of the militia of the several 
States. A programme of _ slugging 
matches, Roman gladiatorial combats 
and Spanish bull-fights would be as much 
in keeping with a grand exposition of the 
march of. ideas in the last decade of the 
nineteenth century. An opening with a 
grand aggregation of ‘‘Wild West” shows 
would not be such a burlesque of the pur- 
pose and intent of the Fair. 

A nation which makes all other nations 
its guests by inviting them to participate 
in @ competitive display of progress in the 
arts of peace and in the paths of beneyo- 
lent social development, is not expected 
to seize the opportunity to impress 
its foreign visitors with a display of its 
army and ite readiness to slaughter them 
as soon as it falls out with their rulers. 
Europeans, accustomed all their lives to 
the d@ily parades of great standing 
armies, would get a false idea of our war 
power from any military display we could 
make in time of peace, and such a display 
would discredit not only our actual mili- 
tary strength but our proudest boast and 
our cherished policy as a nation. 

Instead of competing’ with the Old 
World in displaying survivals from the 
barbaric age -of government by brute 
force and bloodyconqueat, it is the chosen 
mission of our civilization to illus- 
trate the triumpbs of liberty and law 
through the peaceful agency of the free 
school and the free ballot, and no idea 
could be in harsher discord with this mis- 
sion or with the spirit and purpose of our 
Columbian World’s Fair than the idea of 
inaugurating it with a catch-penny show 
of competitive militia drills for prizes. 

Unless the Chicago managers can evolve 
ideas somewhat above the worn-out ex- 
pedients of moribund country fair asso- 
ciations, such as baby shows, competitive 
drills and brass band contests, they had 
better throw up the sponge now. It will 
savethe country a great deal gt money, 
disappointment and humiliation.

Certificates of Nominations Filed Yesterday 
~The Unien Labor Bosses Spend a Busy 
Day Taxing Republican Candidates, 
But Fall Short efthe Amount They Ex- 
pected—Why Clark’s Name Was Omitted 
Frem the Ticket—Democratic Candi- 
dates May Be Let Off With Centributions 
instead of Assessments—General Peliti- 
eal News. 


All the nominations for the General Assembly 
have been certified to Recorder Wililams and 
the candidates are now actively at work 
Campaigning in their respective districts. 
There is more interest centered 
in the contests for these places 
than usurl for the reason that 
the next Assembly will electa United States 
Senator. The Democrats, of course, are for 
the re-election of Senator Vest, while the 
Republican and Fusion candidates are for 
what ‘*‘de ole man’’ wants. The Republicans 
and labor leaders have combined and the 
Thirtieth, Thirty- second in Thirty-fourth 
Senaterial Districts and the Second, Third 
and Fourth Kepresentative Districts to defeat 
the Democrats. This deal was arranged by 


‘Boss Filley and the representatives of the 


Stebbins - Curley - Holland - Swaine combina- 
tion of the Union Labor party. The deal, 
with ene or two exceptions, has been carried 
eut, and all but a few of the Labor candidates 
for legislative honors have been swallowed 
by the Republican bosses. 

The Democrats, on the other hand, have 
made straight-out nominations in all the dis- 
tricts and are working hard to elect the nom/i- 


nees. , 
SENATORIAL CANDIDATES. 


In the Thirtieth Senatorial District the 
candidates are W. A. Stebbins, the fusion 
candidate, and E. F. B8tone, the Demo- 
Stebhins was formerly a 


carpenter, but quitthat business some time 

ago to become a Union Labor politician. His 

Democratic opponent is an attorney and a 

member of the House of Delegates, represent- 

ing the Twenty-eighth Ward. This district is 
erdinarily Democratic.

ley, a shoemaker by trade and a former mem- 
ber of the Legisiature, is the fusion candi- 
Gate and is making the race against Thomas 
F. Dockery, a plasterer. This district basin 
past years been regarded as reliably Dem- 
ocratic. 

The Thirty-fourth Senatorial District went 
Democratic four years ago und the leaders in 
that party say it will go the same way this 

ear. The Democratic candidate is Mr. Fred 

Rapencheld. the ex-City Treasurer, who is 

now engaged in tne insurance business. He 

is oppesed by Thomas Holland. the 

Fusion candidate. Years ago Holland 

was a Democrat, then he became 

a Union Labor politician, and now 

he says be isa Republican. He is at present 

agauger inthe service of Internal Revenue 

Ceilector Wenneker. He was elected to the 

Lower House of the Legislature two years ago 

on the combination Republican and Union 

Labor ticket. 

THE REPRESENTATIVE DISTRICTS. 

The First District, which comprises the 
South St. Louis wards, is considered reliably 
Republican. It wus stipulated in the Repub- 
lican-Labor deal that the candidates of the 
latter party should be indorsed. The con- 
vention thought differently, however, and 
putup three out-and-out RKepublicens. The 
delegates who madethe nominations were in- 
Gignant atthe treatment of Henry Alt in the 
City Republican Convention andthey took 
_ their revenge outof Filley by upsetting his 
“Weal so far as it concerned that district. Filley 
defeated their man, Alt, for Rodgers for the 
Circuit Clerkship, and they felt that they were 
entitied to some revenge and they gotit. In- 
stead of nominating the trie of laborites they 
nominated ihbomas ©. Martin, a saloon 
keeper; G. M. Baare, the ex-Bailiff of the 
School Board, and J. W. Amelung, a grocer. 
The Democratic candidates are J. Ww, 
Schmidt, a foundry foreman,and H.W. Johns, 
a clerk. 

The Labor-Republican candidates in the 
Second District are F. X. Rotterman, Adolph 
Madera, J. A. Gately and JohnT. Joyce. 
Rotterman and Madera were in the last Legis- 
lature and kept their agreement to train with 
the Republicans at the State capital. They are 
regarded as professionals in the political 
fiela. The Democratic ticket is notconsidered 
as strong as it might have been made. The 
nominees are James Nolan, a contractor; 
H. L. Skidmore, acoal dealer; Dennis Ryan, 
and W. J. Louis,a broom manufact- 
urer. Two years ago ail the candidates on 
the Laber-Republican ticket in the district 
were elected.

Mr.8chulenberg’s nomination by the Repub- 
lican party was submitted to the Recorder 
along with alithe other nominations of that 
party for the city tieket soon after the cornven- 
tion was held, and the Republican Central 
Uom mittee neglected, alter accepting Mr, 
Schulenberg’s resignation and nominating 
Judge Woerner in his place, to have Mr. 
Schulenberg formally tender his resignation 
to Recorder Wliiliams. 

The Union Labor party nominated Willis 
Clark for Prosecuting Attorney of the Oourt 
of Criminal Correction, but failed to certify 
to his nomination before the Recorder, and 
that part ofthe Union Laber ticket will ac- 
cordingly be ‘eft biank. A full Senatorial 
and Representative ticket was nominated by 
the nion Labor men, and the nom- 
inations of all the candidates were filed 
with and accepted by the Recorder, 
as were aiso the Union Labor candidates 
for Justice and Constable in the Fourth, Fifth, 
Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Tenth, Eleventh, 
Twelfth and Thirteenth Districts. In the 
Third and Ninth Districts only the Unien 
Labor nominations for Justice of the Peace 
were filed, the offices of Constable in these 
districts, as also the offices of Justice and 
Constable in the First, Second and Fourteenth 
Districts being entirely ignored by the Cen- 
tral Committee. 

The Democratic nominations were all prop- 
erly certified to and accepted by the Ke- 
corder, as were also all of the Republican 
nominations with the single exception ef 
Judge Woerner’s. 


The Laberer and His Hire. 


Yesterday was a busy day for the Executive 
Committee of the Stebbens-Curley-Holland- 
Swaine faction of the Union Labor 


party. The leaders started ont early to com- 
el Sheriff Pohiman, Aahley ©. Clover, 

illis Clark and Thomas B. Rodgers, Repub- 
lican candidates whom they bad indorsed, 
to pay the heavy assessments imposed upon 
them. All these candidates, with the prob- 
able exception of Pohiman, who virtually 
gontrolis the Republican City Committee, 
were com pelied to pay enormous assessments 
to that organization and then came the no- 
tices froin the Labor bosses to ay about 
half as much for the indorsements 
giventhem. Willis Clark was asked to pay 
$350, Ashiey C. Clover $450 and Thomas B. 
Rodgers $450. Clark had been assessed 
$700 by the Republican Committee, Clover 
$1,200 and Rodgers $1,000, and they were con- 
sequently not in cy humor to 
ay tne exorbitant demands made 
y the Swaine comm ittee, The 
were told at noon that unless they paid their 
assessments their names would not be certi- 
fied to the Recorder of Voters. Messrs. 
Clover and Redgers then made an in- 
vestigation and found that their names 
had rgot been sent to Recorder Will- 
lams. Yesterday was the iast day 
for filimg and beth made terms with the com- 
mittee, but did not pay the amounts demanded 
by the Labor crowd, They made _ their 
own terms and the Finance Committee 
rather than get nothing took what 
they could = get. Clark i¢ appears 
couid not make terms with the 
committee and the threat to withhold his 
name was duly executed. The office of Pros- 
ecuting Atterney was left biank on 
the ticket sent to Maj. Williams 
by the Stebbens-Curley- Holland-Swaine com- 
bination. The argument used by the Com- 
mittee was that money, and plenty of it, was 
needed to carry on the campaign. The 
Labor ticket as it was certified is made up 
mostiy of the candidates of the Republican 
party and thisis why there is so much disaf- 
fection in Union-Labor circles.

Those in a position to 
know positively declare that Mayor Noonan 
dispiaved his hand in that matter, and this is 
why politicians attach so much signi- 
ticance to ° The motion to re- 
move Mr. Church came from a Noonan- 
ite and the Muyor’s political followers 
in that organization rapidly fell Isto line. 
Hugh Brady was in the meeting with the 
proxy of the Sixteenth Ward Com- 
mitteeman, aad there were polit- 
ical friends of the Mayor there, 
armed with authority to vote. The move was 
entirely umexpected by the membere of the 
committee who are not dominated by City 
Hali influences. There were sixteen out of 
the twenty-six meinbers present -who wanted 
Mr. Church to make way fur MeoCormick, but 
they were ruled out of order by Chairman 
Carlisle. Then an appeal was taken from his 
decision and the sixteen votedto sustain it. 
It was then that thechairsprangan old 
rule requiring a two-thirds vote to sustain an 
appeal. The representatives of the Noonan 
Democracy were enraged and vowed they 
would get even with somebody. It is claimed 
that the Mayor has an old politi- 
cal grudge against some of Mr, 
Charch’s friends and that the attempt 
to take him off the ticket was made for that 
reason. Mr. Church is a prominent attorney, 
and it appears was never an applicant for the 
nomination. His friends say that it was 
tendered him by the committee and that it 
was with some hesitation that he concluded 


to accept it.

The 
pistol bali struck Dan Price, who 
at once whipped out a gun and fired at the 
woman, who held a smoking revolver, and 
then sta gered into the store of Ben J.ock. 
Seymour Price grasped the woman about the 
waist, placing his hands upon the pistol, but 
not soon enough to prevent the discharge of 
the gun, which carried with it the end of the 
woman’sfinger. In a moment it seemed as if 
there were fifty Camp Point people about the 
parties, and hundreds who had heard the re- 
ports of the shooting crowded abeut the 
scene. " 

The man was carried into Lock’s store 
and placed on acot, while the woman was 
taken to Dr. Lee’s residence, but was soon 

REMOVED. TO 8T. MARY'S HOSPITAL, 
where her wound was exawined. Probing 
discovered the ball under the cuticle upon the 
left side, having entered her back just above 
the shortribs. The ball was from the re- 
volver of Dan Price. Miss Lillie Booth, for 
that is the lady’s name, was placed under the 
influence of morphine and the writer was un- 
able to interview her when he arrivsd at the 
hospital. 

The evidences of the dangerous character of 
the wound inflicted upon Price was convinc- 
ing. The blanchedcheek, the intense pain, 
and the general condition of the man’ indi- 
cated hisdanger. As soon as possible he was 
taken up ina stretcher and ca:ried to Biessing 
Hospital, where, under the treatment of phy- 
sicians he was made more comfortabie and 
rallied.

THE SEQUEL OF A LONG STORY. 

The events of to-day were but the sequel of 
along story. Itisthe old story of woman’s 
confidence and man’s perfidy. It is the story 
of seduction, which bas disgraced two ftami- 
lies, and results inthe killing of a man who, 
whetber innocent or guilty, has gone to meet 
The two families repre- 
sented in this tragedy are among the most re- 
spectable in Adams County. Upon them the 
shadow of reproach has never been cast. All 
the parties to the event of to-day were born 
and raised in this county, and up 
to a recent date there had been attached to 
none of them the suspicion of disgraee. The 
Prices were well knowa and respected, The 
Booths were held in just as high esteem. Al- 
though both families were raised here it was 
not until 1886 or 1887 that Dan Price met Lilie 
E. Beoth. He was introduced into the Booth 
home by the girl’s brother. The acquaintance 
then formed ripened into friendship. Price 
was at the time engaged in the fence business 
in Minneapoiis, and was doing well. He was 
a freqguemt correspondent and the courtship 
was successfully carried on far in December, 
1888.

THE TWO BECAME ENGAGED. 

In February, 1889, Price visitea the Booth 
home, and again in June of the same year. in 
the meantime he changed his place of busi- 
ness and removed from Minneapolis to Salina, 
Kan. Now, this is where the road of true 
love began to roughen. Price became en- 
amored of a girl in that salty city by the name 
of Effie Whitehead, and somehow or ether 
the salt seemed to have lest itesavor. But 
Dan wes equal to the emergency. Dan 
joined the baptist Church, went into the 
Sunday-school, became a member of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association and ident- 
ified himself with every religious organiza- 
tion in Salina, which did not conflict with his 
Baptist predelictions. As Dan expressed it 
himself, ‘‘he loved a relicious life, gave halt 
his possessions to feed the poor, and bis body 
to be burned.’’ 

But while Dan was paving his way to the 
new Jerusalem, another scene was being en- 
acted in the Booth house. June had passed 
to September, and the evidences of every- 
thing not being all right, first aroused 
suspicions then and confirmed the beliet 
that Lillie E. Boeth was in a 
delicate condition.

MARITAL INDIGNITIES. 


JUDGE KLEIN LAYS DOWN THE LAW IN THE 
BAUMANN DIVORCE CASE. 


A Decisien Possessing Mere Thas Usual 
Interest—A Suit fora Balance Due on & 


“ple Opinien—General News From Under 


IVORCES are not to 
be had for the simple 
asking in St. Louis. 
Frederick Baumann, 
Jr., and his wife, 
Ninna Baumann, nee 
Oliver, were anxious 
to be legally sep- 
arated, and for three 
days of last week ex- 
hibited thelr broken 
household gods in 
Division No.1 of the 
’ St, Louis Circuit 
Court. Their, troubles were well known in 
several fashionabié boardimg-houses and 
numerous fellow-boarders were witnesses. 
Judge Klein yesterday rendered his decision 
in the matter, refusing to diyorcethem. He 
said: 
JUDGE KLEIN’S DECISION. 

‘The plaintiff alleges in his petition that 
the defendant has wholly disregarded her 
duties as the wife of plaintiff and has offered 
such indignities to the plaintiff as to render his 
condition intolerable In this—that the said 
defendant has for the space of more 
than one year been guilty of habitual 
drunkenness, has frequently absented herself 
from the house of plaintiff at unseemly hours, 
and been brought home in a state. f intoxica- 
tion, much tothe shame of plaintiff; that on 
the 4th day of April, 1890, the defendant left 
her home in the morning asd came back in 
the eveniag so muon intoxicated that she had 
to be carried into the house by the driver of 
the cab, and that upon other ‘occasions she 
associated with and got imtoxicated in the 
company of men of bad reputation, and by 
association with such persons has rendered 
the viaintiff’s condition as her husband intol- 
erable and unendurabie; that plaintiff has en- 
deavored in vain to reform her, but without 
success; thatagainst the orders and direc- 
tions of the plaintiff the defendant has asso- 
ciated with persons of bad reputation and in 


their society bas been guilty ofsuch conduct 
as to deprive her of all the 
respect and esteem which a husband should 
have for his wife. He therefore prays to be 
released from the §bonds of matrimony con- 
tracted with the defendant, and for other 
proper relief. 

“The defendant bas filed an answer and 
cross-bill, in which among other things she 
charges that the plaintiff boastingly admitted 
to her on several occasions that he had 
been guilty of * * * and also that 
during the last six months which they lived 
together as husband and wife the plaintiff 
had committed * * * in places and with 
persons unknown tothe defendant. There 
are other charges against the plaintiff made 
in the cross bill which are unmecessary to be 


noticed. 

**1t will be seen that so far asthe plaintiff's 
case is concerned it relies entirely upon 
the alleged indignities offered by the 
defendant to him and which be alleges have 
rendered his condition intolerable. from the 
specifications of these indignities it appears 


are mainly relied on. The allegation that she 
went out, associated and got drunk with men 
of bad reputation is: wholly unsuppor by 
any evidence in the case; and the allegation 
that og the orders and direction of the 
plaintiff the defendant has associated with 
versons of bad reputation, and in their so-

*“‘Under the statute relating to divorces 
either party to a marriage is eatitied to have 
the same annulled where the other bas been 
addicted to habitual drunkenness for the 
space of one year, or where the other shall 
offer such indignities to the party 
complaining as to render his ofr 
her condition intolerable. In the 
present case it is apparent 
that the plaintiff is notentitlied to a divorce 
solely on the ground of thedrunkenness of the 
defendant. Itissaidin Hooper vs. Hooper 
that it is impossibie to lay down any rule that 
will apply to all cases in determining 
what indignities are grounds of divorce 
because they render the condition of the 
injured party intolerabie. It ie impossible, 
therefore, under the statute, to specify par- 
ticular acts as the indignities for which di- 
vorces way inalil cases be granted; for it is 
not possible to state the effect of such acts in 
rendering the condition of all persons injared 
intolerable. The Legisiature chose to leave 
the subject at large, and by the general words 
employed evidently designed to leave each 
case to be determined accqrdiug to its own 
particular circumst ances. "9% 

**Thus one ground of divorce in this State 
at one :ime was babitual drunkenness for the 
space of two years, and yet in the case of 
Kempf vs. Kempf it was held that occassional 
drunkenness, especially of the woman, may 
form partsof the indignities to the other 
party which might render his condition intol- 
erable, but In the same case, it is further de- 
cided, it cannot be held that one act of 
drunkenness, accompanied by the other inde- 
cenociles stated which resulted probably iri m 
drunkenness, makes out acase suchas was 
intended by the law. 

‘*In the case of Dawson vs Dawson it was 
held thatthe statute which makes habitual 
drunkenness for a period ofjone year a ground 
for divorce only ineindes aicoholic intoxica- 
tion, but that the habitual use of opiates, 
whose tendency is to render the user callous, 
reckless, untruthful and stupid, to cause 
physical prostration, to undermine and des- 
troy all the objects of the natural reiation and 
which habit is usually incurable, constitute 
such indignities as furnish grounds for dli- 
vorce. Butin thatcase the condition of the 
defendant bad continued for so long a time, 
and the conduct of the defendant in relation 
to the matter wasofsuch a gross and un- 
seemly character, that the court felt 
justified to make the observation 
that it was designed to destroy 
all compasionship between the husband and 
wife, and tended to separate him socialiy 
from his neighbors by the constant mortifica- 
tion to which ‘he was subjected by her conduct 
in their daily intercourse. 

‘*It is evident thatthe present case falls 
very short of any such condition. 

‘*The Courtis satisfied from the evidence 
that the plaintiff’s character is above re- 
proach. hether he bas made all the efforts 
which a husbasd under such circum- 
stances should make in the endeavor to 
wean his wife from the course which she 
seems to have pursued itis not necessary to 
state; but where the principal ground of com- 
plaint isthe drunkenness of the pa com- 

lained against the Legislature has indicated 
weet ay i requiring the party injured to 
suffer for at least one whole year before he shall 
make any cowpiaint toa court for redress on 
that account. It cannot be said in the pres- 
ent case thatthe defendant’s habit has be- 
come wholly uncontrollabie,and it is the duty 
of the plaintiff under such  circum- 
stances to use his influence and 
example to prevent the recurrence of such 
acts on her part. While it appears that the 
plaintiff has remonstrated with the defendant 
in regard to tyis matter it also appears that at 
times he himselt had given her liquor.

The 
speakers are being sent outin all directions 
thicker than grasshoppers back inthe ’70s, 
but itis of nouse. Their meetings are not at- 
tended and in many places have to be given 
up. Inthis county and the neighboring one 
of Dickinson four Republican meetings ad- 
vertised to be held during the 
past week have not materialized because of @ 
lack of an audience for the speakers to talk 
to. ‘‘Itell you,’’ said one of the Republican 
speakers sent out from the State headquarters 
yesterday, ‘‘I’ve gone to so many fruitiess 
meetings during the past two weeks that I be- 
gin to think we must move Heaven and earth 
and the northeast quarter of h—l if we expect 
to win.’’ 

Senator Ingalls has been sent into Central 
Kansas this week and of course 
drew good audiences, but he does 
not reach the men he wants to 
reach. The Alliance members will not go to 
hear him, and he is compelled to talk to those 
who would vote for his re-election, any- 
way. Allison and Cullom are expected next 
week. There has been talk of Plumb, but the 
leaders are afraid of his tariff utterances, and 
do not want him to come, 

There is no doubt but thatthe result of the 
hubbub is a gain for the Democrats, as it en- 
ables them to steal in between the factions 
and capture places they could sot get 
otherwise. With the heip of the Alli- 
ance and resubmissionists the election 
of Ives for Attorney-General is almost assured 


and Robinson’s chances increase Pally. He is 
making a clean, open-handed ficht with 
speeches filled with tacte and hard logic.

How Chicago Lengs Werked the Grain 
Markets—Anm Advance in All of Them— 
Higher Prices, but Ne Strong Ending— 
The Fleur Trade—Items From Chicage 
and New York — Chat Frem Change— 
Gossip From the Street. 


Chicago ruled the roast inthe speciative markets 
during the greater part of the past week, In last 
Sunday’s Post-DisPaTCH it was stated that Chicago 
was long wheatand wouldtry to hoid prices, and if 
possible putthem higher. This might have been 
applied to both cornand oatsalso, asthat market 
was loaded to the guards with wheat, 
corn and oats. But Chicago is a gamey 
market, what the boys would call a ‘*dead game 
sport,’’ and she took hoid and boosted all the cere- 
als ata lively rate, running in a good many shorts 
and giving such longs as wished it an excellent 
chance tosell out at a higher range of values. 
The bulls in the city on the Chicago River attempted 
to create the impression that the ‘‘Art 
Club’’ of 8t. Louis was long several million wheat in 
their market, and they invited the world to come in 
and help them to drivethe St. Louisans to cover. 
This attempt of theirs was so ridiculous that it only 
made them the laughing stock of the country 
and gave the S8t. Louis shorts endless 
amusement, the latter keeping a ‘constant 
stream of satirical telegrams flashing from this end 
tothe Chicago Board of Trade. Though they did 
but the price up pretty well, they did not run the 8t. 
Louis shorts in, for the simple reason that most of 
the shortage of the ‘‘Art Club’’ was in the home 
market, and their interest on that 
side small in Chicago. Strong foreign mar- 
kets, the large reduction of over 2.000,000 in the 
amount afloat on ocean and the falling off in Russian, 
Australian ang other countries’ shipments to Europe 
were great aids to the advance. In our own market 
the rise in price was not so great as elsewhere, Dec. 
not getting above $1.02% or May above 
$1.08%g, bnt these rates were 2%@3c higher 
than the preceding Saturday’s close. The advance 
was so evidently manipulated that it excited np en- 
thusiasm, except among the men who were loaded 
up and had been hoping and praying for something 
to turn ap to help them out, and it did not drawin 
outside speculation at all. This absence of 
outside buying deadened the bull move- 


ment greatly and with the shaky condition of finan- 
cial affairs, kept traders who firmly believe in lower 
prices from being scared out. A change to weakness 
in yesterday’s foreign markets and the selling out of 
longs caused something of back-set, 
Dec. sliding down to $1.01% and May to $1.07%%, 
an on yesterday afternoon’s curb they 
sold at Yeo above these lower rates. “The lack of 
outside speculation has made a purely professional 
deal outof the wheat market, so that no decided 
changes are looked for either way in the near future. 

How sluggishly the cash market responded to the 
upturn in futures was seen by the fact that No, 2 
red did not get above 99¥ae for regular and 
$1.00% East side, new No. red above Glee, and 
nearly all the buying of eion was by speculative 
carriers. The mevementto market was larger, the 
past week’s receipts amounting to 229,090 bu, or 
about 40.000 bu larger than the week be fore, though 
172,000 bu less than corresponding week last year. 

A notable transaction was the sale of nearly 250.000 
bu Oregon white wheat, solid to come here and to be 
delivered to city millers and receivers here. 


Muscle, sentim ent. the sbenes in wheat and oats 
and some help in the shape of rainy weather early in 
the week sent corn up in price. At one time yester- 
day May sold at 50 %c, whieh was l&c higher than 
the preceding Saturday’s close. As the movement 
to market just now is by no means ex- 
cessive, and only just about equals the re- 
quirements of the demand in the primary points, it 
is@ot a difficult matter te hold the price around 50c 
for May, and makes it an easy matter to boost values 
and get the sherts onthe run, whenever the bears 
€¢t too fresh and sell toe much. Lecal receipts this 
past week of 363,840 bu were 35,500 bu larger 
than those of the week fore, but more 
weut-through and the actual pet arrivals were small. 
The result was that offerings were light and there 
was demand enough from the local trade to cause 
good prices to be paid generally, especially for No. 2 
white, wasreally scarce. Yesterday No. 2 sold at 
48@48iec and No.2 white at 498%@50c. A good 
iInany reports of disappointing yield continue 
to come in, principally from Kansas and Nebraska, 
and there is nodoubt at all but that the crops of 
these two States were very near failures. Iowa also 
sends in an occasional lament. The following from 
a Hastings (Io.) grain shipperis a sample: **Feed- 
ers here are waking up and buying ail of the old

While there is no doubts of the poorness of the crop 
in many sections, the trade has settled down to the 
belief that a crop of between 1.500,000.000 and i,- 
600,000,000 bu, following two years that averaged 
2. 000, 000, 000 bu, makes up. an average for three 
years that doesn’t ustify nearly 100 per cent ad- 
vance in price, and that the consumption at around 
50c will not be anywhere in proportion with whas it 
was at around 25c. 


Oats shot up like abalioon last week, May caltina 
vormetey at 45iec, which was an advance for the 
week of .&%c. Withacrop 200,000,000, bu short— 
sowe cranks say 300,000,000 bu; but it ‘ts bess te be

While some sulphide ore was known to exist 
at that point, no intimation whatever had 
been gtven that good lead carbonate ore 
would be found there. Such, however, has 
been proven to be the case, and they are now 
shipping from that aft about twenty-five 
tons per day. This, of course, is not all 
carbonate ore, but the sulphide, while 
costing much more for treatment, car- 
ries enough silver ih excess of that in the 
lead carbonate ore to make its commercial 
value about thesame.

Sometime aco the Mahala temporarily 
closed down, after attaining a depth of 800 odd 
feet, for the purpose of adding to their plant 
so that a further sinking to a depth of 1,000 
feet could be made, if necessary. Such sddi- 
tion.is being rapidly made, and doubtiess 
within ashort time the management may be 
able to chronicle aresumption. So much has 
been said of this property also, that it will 
suffice to add that in the opinion of many men 
here itis only a question of depthas to when 
the carbonate hill ore chute will be met with.

THE MIKADO LEASES. 

The Redwood bids fair to become a mine of 
some importance,

A NARROW ESCAPE, 


Rescued Frem a Burning Build- 
ing in Jersey City.

The first intimation of 
danger was when Mrs. Rogers was awakened 
by a sense of suffocation and seeing the room 
nearly filled with smoke, at onc@aroused her 
husband and told him to take take of the chil- 
dren.” Rogers tne | snatched his 
children from their eds and gathered 
six of them inthe front room. By direction 
of Policeman Dougherty, who had stationed 
himself directiy under the window, Rogers 
dropped the children out. andas they came 
down, each was safely cuught in the arms of a 
policeman, who handed the near!y naked 
children over to the neighbors for temporary 
care. Bythis time the flames had worked 
their way into the room which was becoming 
uncomfortably warm. Mrs. Rogers in her 
nignt dress was saved by her busband, who 
climbed out on the window aill, then to a nar- 
row cloth awning twelve feet from the ground, 
The weight was too much for the frail awning. 
The fastenings gave wayand Kogers and his 
wife came down with a crash, burying Police- 
man Dougherty under theawning. In the mean- 
time Hynes, the expressman, upon being 
awakened, without stopping to puton a sin- 
gie garment, caughtthe seveath child tn his 
arms and made his way dwn the stairway 
through the blinding smoke. His cries for 
help brought a policeman, who kicked in the 
side room and thus released him. Higgins 
lost everything, and is tu-day wearing cloth- 
ing furnished by the neighoors.

stronger man. He has an intelligent smiling 
face and remarkably bright eye and his man-

Besides beinga deep thinkerand ad- 
vanced scholar he is very eloguent. 

His sermons are strictiy doctrinal, but are 
madé plain and simple in language and are 
delivered in a style that commands constant 
attention and impresses the ifstener. He will 
appear this morning before his congregation 
for the first time, and will no doubt receive 
the greeting his learning and experience de- 
serve. 

A STRANGE COINCIDENCE. 

A strange co incidence occurs In the engage- 
ment of Dr. Caradine at the Centenary 
Chureh. Years azo Dr. T. V. Tudor was pas- 
tor of the Carondelet Church In New Orleans 
and then cameto this city. Dr. John Mat- 
thews took charge ofthe Carondelet Church 
when Dr. Tudor ieft, and strange to say 
succeeded him at the Oentenary here. 
When Dr. Matthews vacated the pulpit of the 
New Orleans church Dr. Oaradine took his 
piace and now comes to fill his place again at 
the Centenary. The congregations of both 
churches should therefore feel somewhat 
allied, having been led in spiritual thought 
fora number of years by the same inter- 
preters of the Bible. 

WHAT DR. CARADINE HAS DONE. 

As pastor of the Carondelet Methodist 
Church in New Orleans, Dr. Caradine won an 
enviable reputation as a man of more than 
gospel knowledge and as a progressive and 
aggressive preacher and oitizen, who did not 
fear to express himself on any occasion. 

Few people in the North or in this city know 
that the recent enactment of laws by Con- 
gress in its attempt to choke the lottery 
monster of New Orleans is the 
result of a movement begun and 
planned nearly two years ago by Dr. 
Caradine, who fully realizing the evil infia- 
ences at work one day apoke his mind on 
the subject from the pulpit of the Oarondelet 
Methodist Church. The situation of affairs 
was 80 graphically pictured’ by the 
man of the gospel that his ser- 
mon was printed in a circular 
and scattered over the South broadcast. The 
good work began to bear fruit. In a few 
months the effeet was apparent and an anti- 
lottery movement was begun. Again Dr. 
Caradine poured hot shot into the enemy’s 
camp from the pulpit, and printed matter 
was freely circulated. Illustrated pamphiets, 
edited by him, followed and reuched that 
clasa who would not or could not read or 


think. 
HOW THE MOVEMENT GREW. 

The followers of Dr. Caradine became so 
numerous that he grew bold enough to attack 
the enemy—the lettery swindiers—in their 
Own camp and premises—the State Legislature 
—but money proved itself stronger than 
moral suasion, and heand his friends were 
obliged to look to the most powerful body ia 
the land, the United States Senate, and there 
they were more successful, as the country at 
large is aware. 

A Post- DISPATCH reporter saw Dr. Caradine 
yesterday, and though wrapped up in the 
subject of his serraon of to-day he talked 
freely on his pet topic, the lottery and its 
approaching demise. 

‘*They are fighting like that little band of

hand of the tlw. is upon them. 
There is an evil which no government in the 
world should allow to exist in the common- 
wealth. Its evils are limitiess. The subject 
is so broad and [ have studied it so thoroughly |

Its greatest evil was in ite claim 
to respectability. The lottery company 
in New Orleans bas tried for years to become 
respectable and used divers meansto obtain 
thisend. Itsought the good will of the peo- 
pie first by public gifts, such as brass band 
entertainments, co gas, the gutters, building 
a public libr and sending the State militia 
north at te expense. It

CONTROLS THE COURTS AND STATS. 

**The courts, the Judges,the legisiators, the 
Government is influenced by a power known 
to be the money power. I speak from my own 
knowledge. It s been 
lottery company to retain the best legal 
talent in the South, and as a consequence 
they are generally successful in the courts. 
There is a postal law which forbids the use of 
the malls for fraudulent lottery matter. The 
company was attacked on this and the case 
pivoted on the single word ‘fraudulent.’ It 
was claimed thatthe company was chartered 
by the State and as the State would not grant 
a charter toa fraud, therefore, the company 
conld not be one. The court sustained the 
company on this view of the case. 

WHO AID THE COMPANY. ; 

‘‘To my mind the possession of a lotte 
ticket means complicity in the fraud and re- 
bellion against the laws of the country, The 
express companies that will knowingly haadie 
such matter and the bank presidents who will 
wantonly aid this fraud by the use of their 
names are guilty of complicity and are openly 
attempting to bring into contempt and ridi- 
cule the Government of the United States. 

‘*Another point we used in the arguments 
in favor of the lottery is the claim that lot- 
teries are allowed to exist In every country 
and why not here? I have recently 
made a tour of England, Ireland, France, 
Germany, ltaly, Egypt and Palestine, and in 
the 10,000 stores | saw on my journey, 1 did 
not see a trace or sign of a lottery swindle. 
It was not «until I set foot in New 
Orleans that I saw the pox-mark 
and green scum of a lottery company in the 
shop windows and on the streets. As I said 
before the existence of such a corporation is 
exceedingly dangerous to the commonwealth, 
and it is because the powers of foreign coun- 
tries recognize this that explained the ab- 
sence of a sign in any part of Europe.’’ 

WHERE REFORMS MUST BE MADE. 

‘*We who oppose the emg a Pigg ea have 
no hopes but in Congress. e believe the 
company bas a sufficient following to bring to 
naught all efforts made againstthem. This is 
the result of my close observation. To realize 
how bes gad the lottery swindle has 
the city o New Orleans under its 
control, one most live there but a short time.

MENTAL AND MORAL CHARACTERISTICS. 
The first peculiarity observed istne moral 
insensibility ofthe instinctive criminal. It 
was long ago observed that the crimiual 
lacked forethought, was destitute of remorse 


and usually of a cheerful disposition. Re- 
morse, it is observed, is only entertained 
when thecriminal is found out. A Russian 
arricide casually remarked, during a desul- 
ry conversation: ‘’'Take my father, for in- 
Stance; he was never illup totheday of his 
geatn.’’ 

Dr. Wey of Elmira observes thatscenes of 
heart-rending despair are seldom witnessed 
among prisoners. Their sicep is undisturbed 
by uneasy dreams, their appetites are excel- 
Jent. Mr. Davitt, in ‘‘Leaves From a Prison 
Diary,’’ declared that he saw few cony icts 
‘who were truly miserable, no waiter hew 
long the sentence. 

Lombroso and Ellis maintain that the cow- 
amrdice, cynicism and brutal passivity char- 
acteristic of instinctive criminals alike 
testify to, morai insensibility. Out of 400 
murderers known to one observer only 
any expressed remorse. Out of 

,000 criminals passed through Elmira 
36.2 per cent showed positively 
po susceptibility to moral impressidns, 
23.4 per cent were ordinarily susceptible. An 
Italian mentioned by Lombroso, when shown 
a photograph of his wife, whom he had mur- 
dered, testified to the identity witheut the 
tremor of an eyelid, quietiy adding that after 
inflicting the fatal wound he bad asxed for- 
giveness, which was not granted. 

This moral insensibility is thought to be 
closely related to the physical insensibility 
mentioned in our first article. The duliness 
ofone goes along with the dullnessof the 
he insensibility is more complete 
even than that found among savages. A Maori 
chief said: ‘‘if igoout fora morning walk 
with my spear and I see a man, andI push 
my spear through him, thatis«xiliing. Butitf 
Zinvite him to my home, give him food, tell 
him to sleep, and then kill him, that is mur- 
ger.’’

Sigs 
Criminals are inordinately vain. They bave 
an egotistioal delight in admiration. Th 
share this peouilarity with artists an 
ate f men, though broso remarks 
that © criminal decidediy excels the 
man of:letters in this respect. But it is 
the sawe kind of degeneration, differing only 
in degree. They are both unbalanced and ab- 
normal. There. is net:aset of people in the 
world more vain than robbers in general, 
more fond of cutting a ure whenever they 
nave an opzert unity, and attracting the eyes 
of their feliow creatures bythe gallantry of 
their appearance, Moresignificant and even 
more widely spread is 
THE MORAL VANITY 
of criminals. ‘‘In ordinary seciety,’’ said 
Vidocg, ‘‘infamy is dreaded; among a body 
of prisoners the only shame ig not to be in- 
famous; tobe an assassin is the highest 
praise.’’ This is invariably true among every 
group of murderers, or thieves; 
author of a tlarge criminal 
transaction is regaraed by his fellows as a 
hero, and he looks down upon the others with 
centempt;the man whohas had the misfor- 


tune to be imprisoned for a small, or in the 
opinion -ot criminal society a disreputable 
offense, represents himself as the author of 
some crime of magnitude. A Russian youth 
murdered an entire family. ‘‘Now,’’ said he, 
‘*my school-fellows will see bow unfair it 
was of them to say that I should never be 
heard of.’’ Thesame feeling prompts many 
to commit suicide in aspectacular way. Keep- 
ing adiary is a favorite habit of criminais 
prompted by vanity. In this connection 
two remarkable cases in the annals of Ameri- 
can crime will be recalled. Brooks, the 
maurderer of Preller in the Southern Hotel, was 
vain to an extraordinary degree, and the 
quality and quantity of his intelligence 
marked him es an instinctive criminal. His 
intelligencé was exhausted in the perp®étra- 
tion of his crime. He had none left to pro- 
yide for his es A, he did not take the most 
ordinary precautions beyond getting out of 
the city. He was hanged because of his low 
intelligence and loquacious vanity. The otber 
case was that of Guiteau, the assassin of 
President Garfield. Guiteaun was one of the 
vainest and stupidest of men. 

The:criminal everywhere is incapable of 
prolonged and sustained exertion; an amount 
of work which would utterly exbaust the 
most vigorous and rebellious would be easily 
accomplished by an ordinary workman. He 
is essentially idle. A French criminal said to 
his judges: ‘‘I have always been lazy; itis a 
shame, Iadmit, but I am not adapted for 
work; to work ene needs an effort, and I am 
incapable of it. I have only; energy for 
evil. If one must work, I do 
not eare to live. I would rather 
be condemned todeath.’’ But while lazy he 
is capable of moments of violent activity. 
He cannot, indeed, live without them; they 
are the chief events of his spiritual life. The 
psychology of criminals is summed up in one 
picturesque formula, ‘‘They see the world 
under the aspect of an immense jail aiter- 
nating with an immense brothel.’’ For them 
imprisonment is the normal condition. Lib- 
erty is their holiday for an occasional de- 
bauch, but they foresee the end and look for- 
ward to the prison when their short-lived 
energy shall have spent itself. The crim- 
inal craves eeme powerful stimulus to take

him out of himself, to give him some of 
the joy of life he cannot otherwise 
attain to. It is because of his peculiar organi 
gation that “the criminal takes to alcohol. 
Lombroso says that he drinks*because he is a 
(anthropological) criminal, he is nota crimi- 
pal because he drinks. The temperance phi- 
lanthrophists have reversed the order of cause 
andeffect. To thesame need of excitement 
is attributed the occasional flerce outbreaks 
among long term prisoners. Dostoletisky 
compares these outbreaks to aspasm, an ac- 
cess of epilepsy. In prison language it Is 
called breaking out. A female prisoner noti- 
fied the matron that she feitthe spell coming 
on, that she was going to break out that 
night. She could not heip it. 

Some of these-impulses seem to be irresisti- 
ble. A clewer schemer said, ‘‘When I put in- 
to execution a spontaneous idea which I had 
not premeditated it seemed to me that I was 
following the laws of destiny and yielding to 
a supreme will.’*’ Several 


PICKPOCKETS 
said to Lombroso, ‘‘ You see,in those moments 
of inspiration we cannot restrain ourselves, 
we have to steal.’’ Huamboldt’s nurse at the 
sight and touch of a new born child’s rosy 
flesh, felt the temptation to killit. This im- 
pulse will be remembered by readers of Zola’s 
‘*‘The Brute in Man.’ The man struggled 
desperately with his impulse, but the sight of 
the beautiful throat of the woman he loved 
was too much for him, and he drew bis knife 
across it. No doubt, Jack the R ipper’s crimes 
are the result of some such morbid impulse. 
Crime is closely related with religion or 
superstition. Among 200 Italian murderers 
Ferri did not find one who was Iirreligious. 
Casenova, himself, a noted criminal, 
says that all those who liye b un- 
lawful means confide in the help of God. 
In Naples there are sixteen murderers to 
every 100,000 inhabitants. There are more 
offenses against the person in that city 
than in any other in Europe. Naples is 
also the most religious city in Europe. 
‘*No other city,’’ says Garofalo, who madea 
special styay of the Neapolitan criminal, 
‘‘can boast of such frequent processions; no

Thieves’ siang furnishes us with a curious 
insight into the mental precesses of those 
who invent and use it; it is iteelf an embod!i- 
ment of i tendencies. In it 
everything degraded. Nothing is 
called by its right pawe. The skin is 
called ‘‘leather,’’ the body is called the 
**corpse’’ and to eatis to put something in 
one’s corpse. The woman who supports «a 
bully is a ‘‘saucepan.’’ <A pickpocket is 
called afingersmith. To get a three months’ 
sentence is to ‘‘get thirteen clean shirts’’— 
one being served each week. To be hanged is 
to ‘‘die in a horse’s nightcap,’’ that is a 
halter. The criminal slang ofItaly has been 
thoroughiy studied by Lombroso. He con- 
siders that the most marked apd curious 
characteristic is that by which a 
thing is designated by its most sali- 
ent —. from the criminal point 
of view. he same generalization would 
probably apply in England and America. But 
itis said that among professional and more 
intelligent criminals slang is falling into dis- 
use like tattooing. It is a means of identifica- 
tion to be avoided. 


RESULTS. 

Very few positive results are gctten out of 
the buiky volumes ef Lombroso, Ferri and 
other workers in criminal anthropology. The 
science is not much more than a record Of 
observations. Buta fiood of light is thrown 
by the observations on the nature of the crim- 
inaland om his treatment. They huve been 
sufficient to direct the attention of law makers 
more to the criminal and less to tne crime. 

Oriminality consists in a failure to live up to 
the standard recognized as binding by the 
community. The criminal is an individual 
whose organization makes it difficult or im- 
possible for him to live in accordance. with 
this standard, and easy to risk the penalties 
of acting anti-socially. By some accident of 
development, bysome defect of heredity, or 
training, he beloogs to a lower and older 
socia) state than thatin which he is actually 
living. Itthus happens that our own crim- 
inals frequently resembie‘in physical and 
psychical characters the normal individ- 
uals of a lower race. It has been 
noticed that in rt districts of Italy 
where there is no social feeling against brig- 
andage the brigand presents no upusual char- 
acteristics, mental or physical, but where 
there isafeeling against it the brigand is an 
abnormally constituted person. There is no 
opportunity in such a society for an abnormal 
individualtoemploy himself socially. He is 
thrust out and obliged tolive his true life, 
which isan ‘‘atavistic’’ one. Lombroso fe- 
marks that ‘‘many of Homer’s heroes would 
to-day be in a convict prison.’’ 
They were men of violence, but 
were then normal because violence was the 
norma! social State. ikewise it might be 
said that John L. Sullivan, bad he lived dur- 
ing the Crusades, would perhaps have been a 
great warrior and rivaled Kichard the Lion- 
nearted for the English throne. Muscle anda 
hard head went for more than brains. Lom- 
broso insists with great energy on this atavis- 
tic element in the criminal. By arrest of de- 
velopment, or some perversity, an individual 
is produced who is inapt to our civilization. 
His nature is an echo from the remote past, 
which cannot harmonize with the tune of 
the time. 

The development of crime is precocious, 
Out of 46 criminals examined by Kosei, 40 be- 
gan their criminal career before the age of 20 
—i, @., one at4 years of age, twoat7, six at 
8, one at9, five atl10, one atill, three at 12, 
andsoon, Evidence from France, England 
and America gives similar results. Now, it 
is a commonplace of science that the child is 
nearer to the animal—to the savage—than the 
adultcivilized man. He repeats, in a way—in 
his person—the stages through which the 
race*has passed from animalism to civiliza- 
tion. He is cruel, recklessly obedient to im- 
puise, often cunning, characteristics which

he shares with thé savage and criminal. The 
criminal is one who has failed to grow out of 
this stage of childhood. A party of gentie- 
men visited a reform school where a number 
of little boys were incarcerated for childish of- 
fenses. After coming away they confessed to 
each other, that they one and all, had been often 

ullty of the same offenses in their own chila- 

ood. Bustthey escaped the reform school 
and house of correction. Instead they were 
sent to Eton, Oxferd and Cambridge, 
they were given a chance to aevelop nor- 
mally. It is quite likely that many criminals 
that are grown up children, are so because 
social conditions have prevented them from 
enjoying a healthy development. But of 
course there are cases where no improvement 
in secial condtitions would avail against 
hereditary tendencies. 

TREATMENT OB THE ORIMINAL. 

If there is anything in the conclusions of 
Lombroso the notion of ‘‘punishment’’ loses 
much of ite foundation. A monstrosity can- 
not be ‘‘punishbed’’ for acting according to its 
monstreas nature. Besides, nobody is per- 
fectly normal. The old notion of punishment 
was founded upon the lief that 
the criminal was a normal 
Capital punishment is dying out. 
tirely abolisbed in Italy, and there is ag .

America. ‘*To xillthe criminal is never sat- 
isfactory, because we do not kill his accom- 
plices, bad social conditions and defective in- 
stitutions; we leave untouched the faise social 
sentiments that urged the unmarried giri to 
kill ber own child, orthe rigid marriage frye:

Cornelins Vanderbilt’s gratuities during a year 
ran up well intotbe hundreds of thousands, 
and next to him George Vanderbilt is said to 
be the most liberal ofthe family. It is inside 
the mark to say that the family gives away 
halfa million doliarsin charity every year. 
The Maternity Hospital, one of the best 
equipped as well as most needed of the insti- 
tutions, cost Mrs. William D. Sloan, one of 
the Vanderbilt girls, not less than haifa mil- 
lion deliars.

“A FREAK OF FASHION. 


VACCINATING ON THE LEG INSTEAD OF 
THE ARM. 


Net Very Well Received in St, Lonis—Dr., 
Seward Finney’s Experience When Vac- 
cinating Physician of the Health De- 
partment—The Heaith”"Commissioner on 
the Impertance of Vaccisatieon—Its 
Origin. 


N an interview pubd- 
lished in a Ohicago 
paper a couple ot days 
ago, the Health Oom- 
missioner of that city is 
made to point with 
pride to the fact, that 
so far this year Chicago 
has not had a single 
case of small-yox, ‘‘the 
first year since incor- 
poration of the city in 
1887 that it has been ex- 
empt from this dreaded 
disease,’’ he says. ‘I 
congratulate Dr. Wick- 
ersham,’’ said Health 
Commissioner Dudley, 
yesterday, when told 
of the Chicago interview, ‘‘but &t. Louis can 
beat that record, even if we have had a couple 
of cases this month, for we have had a great 
many years since 1837, which were entirely 
free from smail-pox, and until the first of 
this month we hadn’t had a_ gingle 
case within eighteen months. Last week 
a man named Robert Buchanan was 
reported sick at a bearding-house on Sev- 
enth and Peplar streets, and we found 
that he had a bad case of smali-pox, and was 
ina critical condition, in fact, beyond all 
hope of recovery. Had we been notified in 
time we might have saved him. The man, it 
seems, contracted the disease in Colorado, 
but it first broke outon him at his home in 
hentucky. The character of the disease was, 
however, not suspected. 

**He came to St. Louis and had been at that 
boarding-house several days before the 
Health Department was notified. We sent 
the patient at once to Quarantine and thor- 
oughly fumigated and renovated the board- 
ing-house and vaccinated all the boarders and 
other occupapts of the place. We succeeded 
in preventing the spread of the disease, and 
so far have heard of but one other case as 
a result of the original one. As you stated in 
Friday’s PoOst-DISPATCH, one of the board- 
ers, a littie girl, caught the disease and was 
sent to Quarantine with her mother as 
nurse,Mrs, Nacelli’s baby also accompanying 
them, asthe mother could net weil leave the 
child behind. I think we have now stamped 
out the disease in the city, but, of course, we 
shali hold ourselves in readiness for another 
case in that portion of the city or in any 
other.’’ 

VACCINATION IN 8ST, LOUIS. 

Health Commissioner Dudley is a warm ad- 
vocate of vaccination as a preventive of 
smallpox, or as a means of lessening its 
severity. He believes that al! schoel children 
should be vaccinated, and he says in his last 
aunual report now in the hands of the print- 
er: ‘‘lagain recommend the enactment of a 
compulsory law, under the previsiens of 
which ali children shall be successfully 
vaccinated as a condition precedent to their 
admission to apy school, public, private or 
parochial.’’ 

According to the same report, the depart- 
went vaccinated 10,801 persons during the last 

1 year ending the Ist of April, 8,308 of 
them never having Ween vaccinated before. 
Most of these ten thousand people were 
scheol children, seyenty-three public and 
fourteen private schools having been visited 
a, Dr. Seward Finney, who was then the 

ealth Department’s head vaccinating phy- 
sician, hut who has since been made 
Clerk of the Board of Health. The doctor 
has had quite an ex ljeuce im Vaccinating, 
heving rm the operation on some 
18,000. all told. When asked ifthe latest

The chief vaccine physician of the Health 
Department at present is Dr. K. L. Moore. 
He has vaccinated 204 scholars at the Clay 
School and some sixty odd at the Webster 
School, but that is only the beginning of the 
work before him, as he oes to visit nearly 
a hundred schools within the next eight 
months. 
‘*In my private practice I have vaccinated 
five or six young ladies on the calf of the 
leg,’’ said Dr. Moore, ‘‘but none as yet in 
my capacity as vaccinating physician of the 
Health Department. The young ladies I 
speak of are as respectable as any in the city 
andIcan see no impropriety in their being 
vaccinated on the leg instead of the arm.’ 

There is many a young lady in society now 
who laments a disfigurement on her arm every 
time she wears full dress. 

ORIGIN OF VACCINATION. 

Hartshorne’s ‘‘Essentials of Practical Med!- 
cine’’ says that Inoculation was introduced 
into Engiand from the East by Lady Mary 
Wortiey Montague in 1718, An account of it 
had been published in England in 1714 by Dr. 
Simoni of COonstantinopie. Dr. Boylistoo 
of Boston brought it into practice in 
this country in 1721. Dr. Jenner’s firs 
vaccination from arm arm wa 
performed in 179%. Vaccination was first per- 
formed in America and Austria in 1799, in 
Italy, Russia, Denmark and Sweden in 1801, 
and in India in 1802. The book does not give 
= date of its introduction into other coun- 
ries. 

Doctors disagree about. the relationship 
between smali-pox and cow- pox, as they do in 
regard to many other things, Jen- 
ner, Pasteur and others holding 
them to be the same disease, while a 
number of physiciuns have written volumes 
te show that there is no relation between 
small-pox and cow-pox. There are also some 
physicians who are opposed to vaccination as 
a preventive or remedy for small-pox 
but their mumber is small compared 
with the many eminent authorities 
on the side of Jenner. Dr. 
says that before vaccination was i 
thousands of people died every year in Ea- 
giand and Dr. Lettsom of London estimates 
that 210,000 people died annually in Europe 
before Jenner’s time, 45,000 of the deaths 
occurring In Great Britain and Ireland. In 
1880 the death rate trom small-pox in London 
was ninety in 1,000,000 inhabitants among 
the vaccinated, and 8,350 among 
the unvaccinated. In the smallpox 
epidemic-of 1888-9 at Sheffield, Engiand, only 
five children in every 1,000 who had been vac- 
cinated took the disease, while 101 oust of 
every 1,000 unvaccinated children became vic- 
tims of it. Nine out of every 100,000 of the 
vaccinated children died, and of the unvac- 
cinated 4,400 out of every 100,000 died. The 
rate per 1,000 persons ofall ages was as fol- 
lows: Attack rate among the vaccinated, 15.5 
per cent; among the unvaccinated, 97 per 
cent; death rate among the vaccinated, 7 per 
cent; among the unvaccinated, 48 per cent. 

Dr. Hartshorne saya that ail persons should 
be occasionally vaccinated as a precautionary 
measure, although ordinarily one successful 
vaccination will be effective a whole lifetime. 
Babies should be vaccinated when only a 
month or twoold, butin case of small-pox 
in the neighborhood they should be vacci- 
nated at once, even if only a day 
old. The skin may be scratched or punctured 
with the point of a kEnife or a 
quill and the art of the operation is, he says, 
to pierce the skin without causing the blood to 
flow. The virus, after being dipped or moist- 
ened in tepid water, should then be applied 
and no disturbance of the spot allowed for 
twenty or thirty minutes, giving the virus 
time to soakimand the vaccine spot to dry 
up. ifthe vaccination is successful a small 
red pimple will’ appear on the fourth day, 
which will become a vesicle on the fifth day. 
This vesicle will enlarge and grow round 
and about the eleventh day will show quite 
a depression in the center of it. t 
the eighth day a bright red ring appears but 
fades away again on the eleventh day. The 
vesicle dries up into a scab and falls off about 
the nineteenth day. The person vacinated 
will probably have a little fever and be a little 
restless for a few days after the vesicle 
makes its appearance and will experience the 
discomforts of a sore arm fora few days 
but that is all—except in very exceptional 
cases when the arm becomes very sore and 
the condition of the patient alarming. Am- 
putation of the limb has been necessary in 
cases where poison has been innoculated into 
the system from tne scabof another person, 
and death has also occurred, but 
such cases are extremely rare and 
never oceur, the physicians of the 
Health Department, claim, when the virus is 
taken from healthy cows and the patients is in 
anything like good health.

A Review ef the St. Louis Market During

During the past week there has been 30 
marked improvement in local securities; on 
the contrary, prices have tended downward. 
People who have idie funds are able to place 
their money to better advantage than for 
some time past. All the banks continue to 
report an increased demand for money, both 
from home customers as wellas from the 


interior, and money bas ruled at 8 per cent 
during the week, with favored loans 
at 7 per cent. The heavy Peters failure 
in Manistee, Mich., which itis thought will 
seriously embarrass a haif dozen national 
banks and possibiy force their suspension, 
bas caused apprehension all over, and only 
shows how careful banks should be in their 
loans. It is quite possible that the bad effects 
of this failure have not been fully realized, as 
it is said by those who know thatthe firm has 
$4,000,000 in pap afloat. Just how far the 
effects of this failure. will felt 
can tell, it is only 
of our local firms were 
caught with someof this paper. The asso- 
ciated banks of New York to-day show a de- 
crease in the legal reserve of $3,500,000, which 
will doubtiess bring them below the legai re- 
quirements.

Fain would he compre- 
hend the reason of things; we force him to 
memorize names, dates and recipes. He had 
at times a wholesome impulse to be foolish or 
naughty; and we were ready for him with our 
maxims and moralities, not to mention birch 
rods and bread-and-water. We lament the 
dearth of civic and social virtue in the State, 
and grumbiefortbe millennium; and this is 
the way we go to work to make

Yet all is done with the best intentions. Civ- 
ilization is organized selfishness; society Is 
veiled hostility; men are rivais, and must 
fight one another fortheir bread and butter. 
The father of the family does weil if he gets 
his children through schooland college; he 
cannot be expectedto support them indefi- 
nitely afterward. The beat boyis he who 
soonest learns to maintain himeeif. Educa- 
tion, in short, aims only incidentally, at 
most, to broaden and Illuminate the under- 
standing; its real mission is to enuble the stu- 
dent to buy in the cheapest market and sell 
in the dearest; not to solve the riddie of the 
Sphinx, but te forecast the fluctuations of the 
stock exchange; not to walk with God; but to 
dance attendance upon capitalists. These are 
the ideas we inculcate in our offspring at the 
time when they are most apt to receive and 
retain impressions, and it is surprising how 
much native virtue nevertheless survives. 

But is the end worth the effort? The child 
becomes a little unripe man, fllppant, sagaci- 
ous, confident that he knows it ali, decorated 
from head to foot, like an Indian, with 
beads and i feathers of information, 
stuck into him . or hung upon him, 
but having no root or growth in’ him. 
He has an answer for every question, and 
every answer is a name or a formula, quoted 
from aschool-book. But he understands book- 
keeping by double entry, and the use of the 
yard-sticx, he is familiar with the current 
topics of conversation, and gets in his word 
edgewise. He is in receipt of asalary, and 
wears the air of a man of the world; withal, 
the poor, defrauded, outraged littie creature 
ie the emptiest, shallowest, most self-satis- 


fied of 
LIVING THINGS. 

Such as he is, onward needs must he go; but 
one day his time comes—hie hour of tribula- 
tion, doubt, remorse, terror, or what not; 
and then he discovers 
suspects, for he is by 
too stupid to discover anything) that. of 
the primary essentiais of a proper education 
he has been left utterly destitute. He knows 
nothing, believes nothing, stands upon noth- 
ing. Nothing has been cultivated in him to 
give him strength and address to grapple with 
the real problems and enemies of life. The 
approaches of his soul have been sedulously 
stopped up; every faculty of heart and mind 
that might have done him infinite service has 
been blighted, ridiculed, destroyed, if possi- 
bie, and only the baser, time-serving, money- 

etting capacities have been encouraged, and 

ave indeed been given a disproportionate 
and monstrons development. In these straits 
the victim dees the best he can for himself, 
The higher pleasures being access 
ble to him, he consoles himself with the 
lower; be robe bis fellow trader in the mar- 
ket, meddies with'his neighbor’s wife, buys 
or sells votes at the hustings, eats and drinks, 
lies, erin and bullies. His career may or 
may not turm outa success from the worldly 
pointoft view. The best beg fortune that 

n be hoped for him is that he may realize 

is own abysmal failure. 

But the chances are that he will end by 
becoming persuaded that he has made a very 
creditabie exhibition of himself, and will 
extol before his cbiidren the sterling merits of | 
the American public school system.

GENTLEMEN—I am in receipt of your letter 
of the 17th inst., notifying me that you have 
caused my name to be placed upon the official 
list of candidates in the Ninth District and re- 
questing my assent thereto.

The tariff is, in this sense, a purely business 
question, and subject to the commercial 
axiom of ‘‘buy in the lowest and sell in the 
highest market.’’ Itinvolves no question of 
national safety, but concerns only the advan- 
tages of exchanges. 


The West has had no tariff protection 
against ‘the Kast, yet manufacturing has 
grown es we and healthily. 

It would be to my advantage as a manufac- 
urerof certain iron and brass wares to have 
a tariff upon like goods made in New England 
and the Middle States, but would it be an ad- 
vantage to those who must use these goods? 

Still worse would the case be if we set a 
tariff upon the copper of Montana or iron of 
Alabama—products which nature has iocal- 
ized, and which never could be as economi- 
cally produced in Missouri or in Kansas.

T GOES without say- 
ing that any sea story 
by W. Olark Russell 
cannot but be inter- 
esting. His biog- 
raphy of Nelson in 
the Initial volume of 
Putnam’s new series, 
‘Heroes of the Na- 
tions,’’ is as fresh as 
a sea breeze. Mr. 
Russell is thoroughly 
at home on the sea; 
naturally, he is at 
home as the biographer of the greatest sea 
captain the world ever saw. In him the hero 
of the Nile and of Trafalgar has found his first 
Competent biographer. Only a seaman, 
thoroughly versed in the sailor’s life and full 
of sympathy for the sea, is able to tell a good 
all-areund story of nautical adventure. 

And Nelson’s life was one long series of 
Such adventures. He was the last as he was 
the greatest of that wonderful line or English 
admirals stretching back to Elizabeth’s 
reign. In Nelson the nautical armies of the 
English people biazed out like the last fierce 
flame of an expiring fire. Brave men suc- 
seeded him, but no geniuses. The hero who 
Jaid his ship against the enemy, yard arm to 
yard arm, and then fought his way to fame 
has disappeared forever. The herolc genius 
has been crowded out by the calculating 
genius. The heroic actor has given way to 
the quiet thinker. 
® There is a fascination about Nelson’s career 
as there is about the career of every man who 
bas the happy faculty of translating his 
thought into action. But in Nelson’s case the 
interest is heightened by the superb simplic- 
ity of the man’s character, the singleness of 
purpose and unconscious honesty with which 
he did his duty. He reasoned that that which 
Ought to be done must be done. It 
never occured to him to calculate 
chances. He had scant respect for 


physical necessity. He surmounted the In- 
surmountable at the Nile and at Copenhagen 
not by the help of any happy chance, but be- 
cause his genius enlightened his determina- 
tion, before whichtbe impossible vanishes 
away. There issomething inthe career of 
such aman which warms even the coldest 
Diood. Action is always inspiring and Nelgon 
Was pre-eminentiy aman of action. He put 
his thoughtinto his deeds and the greatness 
of his deeds witnesses to the splendor of his 
thought. 

The hero was worthy of the opportunities 
offered by the time, and itis noteworthy that 
Nelson aid not outiive his opportunities. 
After Trafalgar England was safe. Nelson 
had done his work. Fanciful though it may 
be, there seems to be a dramatic unity in the 
hero’s life, athread of preparation running 
throngh his career leading direct to Trafaigar. 
Every other battle he fought was preliminary 
to thé catastrophe. He suryives them all be- 
cause, like the hero of tragedy, he cannot die 
until he has fulfilled his destiny. The awful 
battle of the Nile, fonght oat in the darkness 
ofthe Egyptian night, was apparently only of 
Egyptian significance. Copenhagen was little 
else than an episode, an unfortunate one per- 
baps. The object of all his fights was En- 
giand’s maritime supremacy. His career 
from the time when, a homesick child, he 
boarded the Raissonabie was but a marsbal- 
ing of hisand Eneland’s resources for the 
final struggle which came at Trafaigar. There 
bis career ended. For him there was nothing 
beyond. 

Mr. Russell handles the Lady Hamilton 
episode in a gingerly fashion. That beautiful 
Siren does not find much favor in his eyes. 
But it seemefhardjto believe that a woman, who 
Nelson himse!f confessed, was the inspiration 
of his iater years, whom he bequeathed asa 
legacy to the English nation, was a mere ad- 
venturess. His connection with har was the 
only biot on his iife. Otherwise he was 
biameless as one of Arthur’s Knights, and it 
is hardiy credible that so noble and pure a 
nature gould have fallen into atrap set by a 
vulgar adventu: ess.

The fourth 
volume, which has recentiy been issued, 
brings the narrative down to the outbreak of 
the Mexican war. In many respects the period 
covered by this volumo, 1831-1847, is the moat 
Interesting and significantin American his- 
tory.

The 
American of those days was acrude individ- 
wal. Sure of nothing but his bigness and his 
security from foreign intermeddiing, full of

Trollope. Trying to be dignified and im- 
essive he only succeeded in being bump- 
ious and vulgar.

The rich 
soil of opportunity could not but bring forth 
piants of rank growth. There was nothing 
doubtful or impractical done by the practical 
American. His practical genius was bDrill- 
fantly displayed in the discussion of tariff 
schemes, internal improvement, banking and 
constitutional questions. The West was 
opening up to settiement, and along with this 
extension ofthe social boundaries came ver- 
plexing questions of politics, in dealing with 
which the American displayed bis unrivaled 
talent.

SAW THE FIKST BLAZE, 


Will Smyth Writes a Descriptien of the 
Syracuse Hetel Fire. 


The following graphic account of ‘the recent 
Syracuse (N. Y.) hotel fire was written by 
Will Smyth, a 8t. Louis boy, to hfs father. 
Smyth was stopping at the hotel at the time 
of the fire and gives a thrilling description 
of it. 


Iam a little bit rattled to-day after the most 
exciting night in my experience, and got here 
at5:30 p. m. yesterday. After the theater last 
night I went to the botel and started to go to 
bed. While waiting forthe elevator to come 
down the night clerk of the hotel called me, 
and we got to taiking in the office. Three 
friends of hiscame up and were introduced 
to me, and we all adjourned fora littie talk. 
We sat for quite a _  MIiittle j$while, 
telling yarns, and I started several! times 
to go to bed whena new story would brin 
me back. Finally at 12:45 Isaid: ‘‘Well, 
mustgo now,’’ andIidid, I had just pressed 
the elevator belland wi} waiting for tne lift 
whenl sawasmall fla shoot into the pri- 
vate office. Ijumped around to the counter 
and yelied to the clerk just as Mr. Leland 
rushed outof the office and called out fire. 
The night clerk immediately turned on the 
fire-alarm allover the house, and Mr. Leland 
and I made a rush for the stairs. I went up to 
the fourth floor, where my room was, yelling 
fire as loud asI conld through the halls. I 
intended to go to my room, and get my grip, 
but when I reached my floor the smoke was 
so thick 1 could not see, andthe hall was 
filled with men and womenin their night 
clothes.

By the time I reached the second floor 
the smoke was 80 thick you could not see the 
stairway, andl hadtefeel my way down. 
When t reached the office, which was now 
a solid mass of flames, the elevator 
had just landed a load of shrieking women, 
among whom I recognized Miss Minnie 
Dupree, who was in the original cast of 
**Editha’s Burgiar,’’ and Mias Lulu Kiein of 
the Cora Tanner company. Neither had on a 
single thing but a nightgown. I put my over- 
coat on Miss Dupree, picked her up and 
carried hertoasmall hotel across the street. 
I then went back for Miss Kiein and found she 
had gone, but found her a few minutes 
later in “ saloon about half a 
block away. I then carried her 
into the small hotel and rushed over to where 
Miss Tanner was. She had gotten the fire 
escape, a rope about as large as a pencil, out 
and was preparing to come down. The police 
had a canvas net ready and we ail took bold 
of it and held it under Miss Tanner. She 
startea down the repe, which tore her hands 
all to pleces and let go her hold at the third 
floor, dropping into the net. I immediately 
picked her np unhurt, except her hands aad a 
slight bruise or two, and took ber to the other 
ladies. There was still one iady of the com- 
pany, Miss Dwyer, missing, but we soon lo- 
cated her. Getting the four together, we got 
a carriage and took them tothe Vanderbilt 
Eotel. Every place was full, but at 40’clock 
a. m. I got acot ina room at the Vanderbilt 
with about a dozen others. I bad bardly got 
to sleep when people Legan to cryout: ‘‘This 
hotel is enfire.”’ Another hustle only to fing 
that it was the Globe Hotel on the next 
dlock, but this did not amount to much. I am 
dead tired to-day and have lost my trunk and 
every stitch of clothing except what I had on, 
but lam thankful that | wassolucky as not 
tohhave been in bed. Louis Aldrich and a 
part of hiscompany were in the hotel. All 
got out butno one saved anything beyond a 
night shirt or a suit of underclothes and 
overcoat. Aldrich lost $600 in cash. I mail 
you with this two papers. The hotel burnt 
like paper andin twenty minutes from the 
time Isaw the flame every one was out of the 
hotel that ever got out, and in about thirty- 
five minutes the walls began to fall.

How the Fund Was Inaugurated and the 
Effort to Secure a Sufficient Sum to Main- 
tain the Helpless Widow and Childrea 
Crowned With Succees—The Grand Tetal. 


HE fund for the bene- 
fit of the family of 
Officer James Brady, 
who was killed in a 
saloon on Eleventh 
street near CObristy 
avenue, on the night 
of Oot. 6, bas 
passed the $2,000 
mark, and Chief Har- 
rigan has deeided that 
the amount is suf- 
ficient for the present 
and has discontinued 
asking for additional 
subscriptions. 

A few days after Officer Brady’s death Chief 
Harrigan thought that the best testimonial to 
his efficiency and meritorious services wouid 
be to give substantial aid to his family, 
which was left without any means 
of support. Subscriptions to a 
fund were asked and the services of the Post- 
DISPATCH enlisted inthe good cause. Money 
was sent in freely from all sides and the fund 
began to grow. The universal indorsement of 
Officer Brady on the part of the men who had 
known and worked with him had its effect, 
and all seemed anxious to assist his bereaved 
family in asubstantial manner. Chief Harrigan 
took it upon bimself to goon ‘* ’Change’’ 
and appeal to the merchants and business 
men tliere, and agood round sum was the re- 
sult. All of the police in the various districts 
of the city took hold ofthe matter anddid a 
great deal toward swelling thefund. Money 
was sent to the PosT-DiISPATCH office and then 
from there turned over to Chief Harrigan. 

HOW BRADY WAS KILLED. 

The circumstances of Officer Brady’s death 
are as follows: On the night of Oct. 6 Officer 
Gaffney, while making his rounds, came upon 
agang of negroes ‘standing on the street in 
front of Btark’s saloon, on Eleventh street 
near Christy avenue. He ordered the 
men to either g0 inside the saloon 
or move on and not obstruct the 
sidewalk. He pushed one of the negroes 
into the street and was knocked down by one 
of the men inthecrowd. As he fell be drew 
his revolver and fired several shots in the air 
to call the assistance of other officers. 

Officers Connors and Maloney answered and 
a moment later Officer Brady 
came up. The negroes were 
chased into the gaioon, the rear half of which 
is a billiard hall. Officer Gaffney was 
knocked over with a billiard cue in the 
hands of some one inthe crowd of negroes. 
The other officers arrived and a general fusil- 
lade was commenced, 

The man who was the cause of the 
disturbance was a negro named Harrison 
Duncan. He took a place behind the bar and 
fired from there. Officer Brady tried to ar- 
rest him, but the fellow dropped behind the 
counter and asthe officer leaned over to get 
at him Dencan fired putting a builet through 
Brady’s heart. When the other officers came 
to his rescue Officer Brady knew that he was 
Ayiag and said that he had been shot through 
‘the heart. He died in avery few minufes. 
The negroes were arrested along with some 
others who were par to the affair 
and those who had been injured in the fight 
were attended to atthe Dispensary. Officer 
Brady was dead and died in the discharge of 
his duties. His work in the district had made 
him very popular with the peaceable citizens 
and feared by the law breakers. From his 
superior officers he received nothing but the 
sincerest praise. 

LAST DAY OF THE FUND.

tion that he shouid have died by the hands of 
despicable assassins, He was waylaia and 
riddied with bullets almost at his doorstep 
on last Wednesday night and he died on 
Thursday morning at 9:06 o’clock. The cir-. 
cumstances of the cowardly deed, the arrests 
made and the evidence collected by the Police 
Department show beyond doubtthat he was 
the victim of Sicilian vengance, wreaked 
upon him asthechief representative of law 
and order in‘this community because he was 
seeking by the power of our American law to 
break up the fierce vendettas that have so 
often stained our streets with blood. 

**Heretofore these scoundrels have confined 
their murderings among themsolyes. None 
ofthem haveever been convicted, because 
of the secrecy with which the crimes have 
been committed and the ‘mpossibility of get- 
ting evidence from the peopleof their own 
race, toconvict. Bold indeed was the stroke 
aimed at their first American victim. A 
shining mark have they selected on which to 
write With the assassin’s band their contempt 
for the civilization of the New World. We owe 
it to ourselves and everything we bold sacred 
in this life, to see to it that thig blow is the 
last. We must 

TEACH THOSE PEOPLE A LESSON 
that they will not forget for alltime. What 
the means are to reuch this end I leave to the 
wisdom of the Council to devise. 

*‘It ie clear to me that the wretches who 
committed this foul deed are the mere bhire- 
lings and instruments of others higher and 
more powerful than they. These instigators 
arethe men we must find at any cost. For 
years pastthe existence of stillett@ societies 
among the Sicilians in this city has been as- 
serted. Appeal was made by a prominent 
Italian during my former administration to 
protect him from bDbiackmall and murder, 


but he was afraid to give any names. 
Icould do nothing for him. It is believed 
that these horrid associations are patronized 
by some ofthe wealthy and powerful mem- 
bers of their own race in this city, and they 
Can pointout whothe leaders of these asso- 
ciationgsare. Nocommunity can exist with 
wenurder societies in its midst. These associa- 
tions must perish or the community itseif 
mustperish. The Sicilian who comes bere 
must become an American citizen and subject 
his wrongs to the remedy of the law of the 
land or else there must be 
NO PLACE FOR HIM 
onthe American continent. This sentiment 
we must see realized at any cost, at any haz- 
ard. The people look to you to take the 
initiative in this matter and act promptly, 
without fear or favor. 
‘*Jos. A. SHAKESPEARE, Mayor.’’

© necessary Means and the most effectual and 
speedy m@asures for the uprooting and the 
totai annihilation of such hell-born associa- 
tions, and also to suggest needful remedies 
to prevent the introduction hereof criminals 
i eereers from Europe.’’ 
r. Keppler seconded the motion of Mr. 
Britton, which was immediately carried.

He nad been elected by thousands of citi- 
gens to enforce the laws and he could not. be 
deterred from doing his full duty by any } 
band of ussassins, be they who they may. 
No matter what further threats might come 
he would go down fighting in the front ranks 
in the battie to bring to justice the foul mur- 
derers of Chief Hennessey. 

There was tremendous applause when the 
Mayor expressed bis determination to fear- 
lessly carry out the programme of the Coun- 
cil. Tbe Mayor then pamed a committee of 
fifty leading citizens, with Edgar H. Farrar 
as Ubairman. The committee includes some 
ofthe best citizens of the community of all 
nationalities, irrespective of race or color. 

They 
will summon before them the victims of tie 
vendetta in .he pastand men who are con- 
versant with the existing organizations of 
allen murderers and get atthe bottom facts 
or know the reason why.

Macheca wasa wealthy mer- 
chant and founder of the Macheca Line of 
steamships in the Central American fruit 
trade. ehas been a popular citizen and 
stood well.. He was the leader of the Inno- 
cents in 1868, an Italian organization that 
sho: down a good many negroes in the politi- 
cal campaign ofthat year. Exactiy what the 
police have against Macheca cannot now be

During the forenoon, Joseph Macheca, & 
prominent fruit merchant, who was always 
unfriendly to the late Chief, frank Romano 
and Charies Patorno, brother of the latter, A.

Last evening a young man who resides in 
the vicinity of where the assassination oc- 
curred, stated that John Matranga, a cousin 
of the leader of the band, passed bis window 
just as the last shot was fired; the young man 
hailed bim and asked what was the matter. 
Matranga replied: ‘‘I don’t know notbing.”’ 
This 1s considered by the police te be strong 
circumstantial evidence thut the 

RIGHT PARTIES HAVE BEEN ARRESTED. 

Capt. Leonard Maloni, Chief of Detectives, 
stated that although nothing new had devel- 
oped he expected a ‘‘squeal’’ atahy moment 
and that he felt sure that ere long the mystery 
would be fully eiucidated. There has been 
somewhat ofarevuision in public opinion 
as regards the parties whowere the insti- 
gators of the assassination, as it is the first 
time inthecriminal history of the city that 
the Sicilians have attacked any one save those 
of their own nationality. 

The history of the vendetta im this city is 
replete with deeds of murder and violence 
and the record of those for the past 
twenty years would filla yolume. The usual 
method of disposifig of victima now is by 
means ofthe rifie or skot gun, the barrels of 
them being cut off to such a length as to 
admit of their being readily carried 
concealed underacoat. Up to ten years ago 
the tong curved sharp knife of the fruit hand- 
ler wus 

THE FAVORITE WEAPON. 

The mode of attack was to approach the 
virtim stealthily from the rear, and throwing 
anarm around the neck, bend the head of 
the victim back, and in a jiffy his 
windpipe or jugular vein was severed, 
should the victim not be mortally wounded in 
the opinion of the assassin a number of 
thrusts into the body usually made short 
work of him. Another mode of attack was to 
walk up to the unsuspecting vic- 
tim with knife in hand, a hat or a 
handkerchief was thrown into the face of the 
masked man, followed by a thrust of the 
long, keen knife in the abdomen, which usu- 
ally disemboweled the victim. Although the 
wound would not be instantly fatal, the vic- 
tim, who was fully aware of the 
identity of his assassin, who might 
be arrested, would not only deny 
toat the prisoner had inflicted the wound, but 
there are cases on record where the dying 
man would throw his arms around bis as- 
sassin’s neck, kiss bim, and amidst tears 
vow that he was his best friend. ‘ 

About the first case on record of the use of 
firearms by the Sicilians was in the case of a 
Siciillan named Ardotti, who escaped from 
Sicily with the famous brigand Esporito. 
Esporito was arrested by the late Chief Hen- 
nessy and bis cousin, Michael Hennessy, who 
was then a detective,and both have been since 
assassinated. Ardotti was believed to have 

INFORMED AGAINST ESPORITO 
his chieftnin, on account of rivuiry tn busl- 
ness, and he was waylaid one night at the cor- 
ner of Exchange alley and Bienvilile street, in 
the heart of the city, and shot to death with 
gone similarto those used in the assassina- 
tion of Chief Hennessy. 

Only one case of death by other means for 
the past ten years is on record. It was the 
cuse Of a Bicllian who was suppsed to be a 
comrade of Ardott!, who was invited into a 
saloon to take a drink by 
some of the Espositos’ adherents. 
He drank, walked a few steps outside 
the door ard felldead. A coroner’s inguest 
developed the fact that corrosive subiimate 
was the cause of death. On one occasion 
thtree wounded men were brought to the 
Charity Hospital, twoof themshot and one 
stabbed andcut. The latter died several days 
afterward in a bed beside the one in which his 
wounded murderer lay. Although the Ke- 
corder came to take his dying deciaration he 
swore that he did not know who his assailant 
was. These are only afew of many similar 
cases on record here. 

During the day it was learned that a num- 
ber of 

THREATENING LETTERS 

had been received, one by Judge 
Baker of the Criminal Court, before whom 
the provenzaride had peen convicted of way- 
laying the Matrangas, who, the letter said, 
was to follow aiter the Mayor. Several 
police officers have also been threatened, but 
it is generally believed that the lettérs are 
the work of practical jokers. 

The history of the case which brought about 
the assassination of Chief Hennessy from its 
incipiency appears in brief to be as follows: 

The Provenzanos enjoyed a monopoly in 
discharging fruit vessels. Matranga, 
a noted leader of bandits and 
proprietor of a negro gambling and dance 
nouse, finding the police too severe on him, 
concluded to change his business, and by a 
number of threats, perstasion and other 
methods succeeded in ousting the Proven- 
gunos,. Business rivairy developed into 
deadly enmity. One evening as a 
gang Matrangas were proceeding 
out Esplanade street from their work 
in a wagon, they were fired upon and 
several, among them Tony Matranga, the 
leader, were wounded. COhief Hennessey 
promptly arrested the parties accused by the 
Matrangas and they were convicted. Every 
effort was made toobtain a newtrial. New 
and important evidence secured for them 
a new trial, which is to come up on the 22d. 
In the meantime Chief Hennessy had obtained 
evidence thatthe witnesses on the Matranga 
side had perjured themselvesand also thatone 
of the principal witnesses for the defense had 
been aseassinated while playing cards in a 
room in the nation’s quarters by a load of 
slugs fired froma sawed-off shotguam by one 
of the Matranga «ang. He also obtained from 
Sicily the record of the Matrangas, which, if 
admitted in evidence, woud have led to the 
acquittal of the Provenganos. It wasto pre- 
vent this, it is believed, that he was so foully 
murdered. 


Rev. Dr. Caradine onthe Race War. 


In explaining the race prejudice that exists 
between certain classes of foreigners and the 
native Americans in New Orleans, Rev. Dr, 


B. Caradine, the new pastor of the Centenary 
M. E. Church South, said yesterday: 

**The ‘dag ves,’ asthey are called, are a 
jawiess, ignorantciass. A Swede, Italian or 
Sicilian of the lower class is called a ‘dago’ in 
New Orleans and they are far from being 
respectable, hey beion’ to no creed, never 
z0 to church and have no respect for 
the law or country. They move in 
cliques or bands and are constantly warrin 
with each other. The respectable people o 
the city despise the ‘dago,’ and for reasons. 
They have absorbed enough of American 
manners to become monopolists and, though 
strange as it may be, oranges are sold higher 
on Canal. street in New Orleans than 
they are in 8t. Louls or Chicago. They do 
not try to do right and make the worst citi- 
zens. As I was away all summer and saw very 
little of the newspapers since my return from 
Kurope lam somewhat bebiad on the local 
affairs in New Orleans, but from what! knew 
ofexisting prejudices, I would not be sur- 
prised to see a race war break out as a result 
ofthe murders of the past week.’’

AN ODD CHURCH. 


AN EDIFICE WHICH WILL BE A NOVELTY 
IN CATHOLIO ARCHITECTURE. 


The New House ef Worship te Be Erected 
by St. Rose’s Congregatios—Permit fer 
a New Baptist Church—The Cathedral 
Celebration Te-Day—RKeligieus News. 


St. Rose’s parish is going to have a new 

church on the southeast corner of Goodfellow 
and Etzel avenues, where the handsome and 
unigue structure,a novelty in Catholic Church 
architecture, will be quite an ornament to 
that very attractive residence section which 
has been improved so rapidly with pretty 
dwellings within the past three years. 
The old church on Hamilton avenue just 
north of Page is a small cheap frame structure 
of 20x60 feet. Originally it was used for a 
school, but ten years ago the Jesuit Fathers 
founded achurch there, and since then the 
place has been used exclusively for divine 
worship. There were only five families in the 
parish when the church was first started. 

Father Fenton succeeded the Jesuits at St. 
Rose’s Church, then came Father Powers, and 
be was succeeded by the present pastor, Rev. 
Father McGlynn. Under the spiritual guid- 
ance of these leaders &t. Rose’s parish has in- 
creased to seventy-fivefamilies. They are a 
thrifty enterprising people who take a pride 
in building up their section of the city, and 
the little old church being too small 


St. Rose’s Church. 
to longer accommodate them they concluded 
to erect a more spacious and artistic edifice. 
Resolutions to this effect Were adopted only a 
short time since and the usual committees ap- 
pointed. The fact that a large portion of the 
building fund has already been collected 
shows the energy with which that part of the 
preliminary work has been carried 
on. In selecting a design the com- 
mittee has been egually fortunate 
forthey will certainly haye the prettiest 
church of its character to be found anywhere 
inthe suburbs. A perspective of the pian is 


published, and itsurely reflects much credit 
upon the architects, Mesers. Barnett & 
ot bgaae who in discarding the conventional 
style for such churches, have hit upon 
what is thought by many to be a 
more pleasing order of construction. The 
church will occupy an area of 60x90 feet. Its 
superstructure and tower will be of stone, 
with a slated roof. 

The interior will bavean open timber roof 
and ceilings of molded panels. There will 
be seats for 600 persons In the anditorium, and 
in addition a gallery for the choir, where 100 
more people may find seats. All the windows 
will be fitted with stained glass, and the altar 
is to be made a most attractive feature. The 
altar railing of ornamental brass will set off 
that portion of the church, completing the 
finish and harmony of the interior decora- 
tions. Itis estimated that the ehureh will 
cost $16,000. On the 26th inst. the corner 
stone is to be laid, and the dedicatory services 
are to be held within five months afterwards. 


Cathedral Celebration. 


The fifty-sixth anniversary of the consecra- 
tion of the Walnut Street Cathedral will be 
celebrated to-day in a most imposing and eer- 
emonious manner. Those whe attended the 


consecration cerémony have new nearly all 
passed away, and the elegant residences 
which at that time were standing in that 
vicinity have been replaced by business 
houses, but the old Cathedral still stands. 
Tne exterior of the edifice has not been 
changed, but the band of time had go marred 
the interior that repairs became necessary, 
and they were made. Not so generally, how- 
ever, as ‘to completely change the scene, for 
the high, epacious pews, the stately altars, 
the painting presented mA Louis, then King of

SHOOTING ON A STEAMBOAT, 


Albert Whitefield Kills One Man and 
Wounds Anether on the Baten Rouge, 


The Levee was the scene of another bloody 
shooting serape yesterday afternoon, in which 
one man was killed and two others received 
more or less serious wounds. The 
body of Grandison Jones is in the 
Morgue, Charies Newton is at the Marine 
Hospital, while Albert Whitefield is held a 
prisoner at the City Hospital where be is 


under treatment. All the parties coneerned 
are colored. 

The affray occurrea shortly before 1 o’ clock. 
Jones was the captain of the watch on board 
the steamer aton Rouge. On the last 
trip down the river he had quarreled 
with the youn negro, Whitefield, who 
worked under his direction. Jones was busy 
on the lower deck of the boat at the foot of 
Market street when Whitefield and another 
negro came up the gang piank. After a few 
words with Jones, Whitefield drew a revolver 
and opened fire. Whitefield emptied his 
weapon while Jones fired three shots. The 
older man fell to the deck while Whitefield 
ran along the wharf and teok refuge on board 
tne steamer Pike. Officers McDuffee, Kavan- 
augh and Tobin pursued and placed the man 
under arrest. 

On returning to the Baton Rouge a bloody 
scene was presented. Jones iny dead on the 
deek. He had been shot three times, one ball 
passing through his heart, while two others 
lodged in his abdomen. A roustabout named 
Charles Newton had been struck by a stray 
ball and was bleeding prefusely from a 
wound in the neck. Whitefield, too, had 
been hit, an examination showing ‘that one of 
the balls from Jones’ weapon hada inflicted a 
serious wound in hisleft arm, The revolver 
used by Whitefield, a 38-caliber weapon, was 
found and held as evidence. 

Jones was a married man, 46 years old, 
and leaves a wife and one child at 710 Market 
street in the rear. The deceased is given a 
good name by his associates. Whitefield is 
20 years old and a roustabout by occupation. 
He is alleged to have previously threat- 
ened Jones’ life. His companion made 
good his escape in the exoite- 
ment and has not yet been apprehended. 
He is described as a brown skinned segro 
about 6 feet talland siender. He wore brown 
pants, a soft hat and nu coatand vest. When 
taken to the Dispensary Whitefield denied the 
shooting. Laterhe refused to talk. There 
are a number of witnesses to the tragedy. An 
inguest will prebably be held to-morrow 
afternoon.

$10 to put up, and as a result he don’t 
start his horse untill chances are rosy enough 
for his success to go to some good better and 
get him toputup the money. The sum seems 
very small on paper, butI tell you it counts 
to an owner ip bad luck,who has a stable with 
future prospects, but lacks the bread winner 
to pick up arace or twofor the others, who 
are coming, to feed upon, until their hour of 
triumph arrives. Make all purses free and 
when the box is opened, the surprise that will 
steal over the face of the sécre- 
tary, whose club has been charg- 
ing entrance in such races, would 
make the fortune of an actor capabie of pro- 
ducing it on the stage.’’

The 
Dwyer brothers, in spite of the crippled con- 
dition of thelr stabie, a mere wreck of the 
princely establishment of the past, have 
earned the snug sum of $65,000, while Mr. D. 
D. Withers, whose stable has 
been rather a disappointing one 
this season, is credited with $64,000. 
Byron McvUlelland’s filly, Sally McClelland, 
won for him $58.000. J. BRB. Haggin ends the 
year with $51,700 profit; of thissum over $30,- 
0009 was Salvator’s winnings. 

The other side of the picture is shown by 
Mr. Marcus Duly’s accounts. Mr. Daly, who 
is known as the ‘‘Copper King,’’ has spared 
po moneyin getting the choicest strains of 
biood.

A Lecal Milling Concern Caughtin a Queer 
Way—Paying Premiams on Face Value, 
They KRegetve Ouly Two-Thirds in settle- 
ment—A Lurid Letter. 


The Kauffman Milling Co. of this city is at 
present wrestling with a new problem in fire 
iusurance, arising from the peculiar course 
ofan Eastern company in which it held a 
policy.. As an_instance of a bold departure 
from the ordinary methods common in bus- 
iness circles, Mr. Frank A. Kauffman, Vice- 
President of the company named, pronounces 
the case an unique one In his experience, but 
as it Has cost his house just $383.83 to gain the 
experiénce Mr. Kauffman does not enjoy its 
‘‘uniqueness’’ quite so much as he would un- 


der other circumstances. 

The company with which the difficulty 
arises is the Buckeye Mutual Insurance Co. of 
Shelby, O. In placing the insurance on their 
mill, which was destroyed some months ago 
by fire, the Keuffman Milling Co. did so 
through George D. Capen, the well-known 
insurance agent, and among the companies 
with which the entire line was placed in vary- 
Ing amounts was the concern named. Mr. 
Kauffman receiyed, along with the other 
policies written from Mr. Capen’s office, one 
from the Buckeye Insurance Uo. wf Shelby, 
O., for $1,000. I¢ was, of course, ac- 
cepted, and two premiums in all 
were paid npon it. One night 
the mill upon which the policy 
was issued burned, and in due course of 
time the claim for the insurance was made on 
the companies Interested. These claims 
have all been paid in full with the exception 
of that upon the Buckeye company and one 
other, the latter, however, being now upon 
the way of settiemen in full. 

A STRANGE INSURANCE SYSTEM. 

The peculiar feature of the case with the 
Buckeye company began to deyelop abouta 
month ago. The Kauffman Miliing Co. 
at that time recelyed a letter 


under date of Sept. 13 from the Buckeye Co. 
inclosing a check on a bank in Lancaster, O., 
for $666.66 in payment of the company’s policy 
for $1,000 held by the miliers. A very piain, 
everyday business sort of letter it was, stating 
that the Buckeye Co. was ‘‘legally liable only 
for two-thirds of the face value of the pol- 
icy,’’ and explaining that the check 
accompanying, to honored must 
have the insurance policy for $1,000 
attached when forwarded to the Lancaster 
(O.) bank for payment. Mr. Kauffman was 
decidedly surprised at this method of an in- 
surance company paying its losses, but be- 
lieving that there wasacase of misunder- 
standing somewhere in the matter he attached 
the $1,000 policy to the $666.66 vheck as re- 
quested and forwarded it to the Lancaster 
bank, where it was duly . paid. At 
the same time be wrote to Secretary 
Stambaugh of the mcm Co. 
notifying him thatthe Kauffman Milling Co. 
did not accept the payment of two-thirds of a 
policy as ‘‘payment in fuil,’’ and requesting 
a prompt explanation and remittance to 
cover the balance due of $838.83, 
THE LETTER THAT NEVER CAME. 

To this ietter Mr. Kauffman received no 
reply, and after waiting a considerable time 
for Secretary Stambaugh to explain the ‘‘two- 
thirds’’ rule of the Buekeye Co., the 
Vice-President of the Kauffman Milling Co. 
again wrote, asking for a settlement. Once 
more he went through the act of looking for 
**the letter that never came,’" Then Mr, 
Kauffman became somewhat uneasy and ex- 
tremely indignant. He had surrendered uli 
legal security for his $1,000 of insurance when 

attached the policy to the 
forwarded to the Lancaster 
and be waxed wroth when he 
to realize that the Buckeye 
Co. probably had the game in its own hands. 
Before surrendering the policy, however, Mr. 
Kauffman had submitted it to Mr. H. A. 
Blossom and otber prominent insurance men, 
who said that there was nothing in the policy 
upor which the Buckeye people could refuse 
to vay its face value, and that unless there 
was some extremely pecuniiar privilege 
granted by the company’s charter it was 
legally liable for the full insurance 
for which the Kauffman company bad paid. 
There had been no dispute or difficulty In the 
adjustment of the fire losses, Mr. Kauffman 
states, and George D. Capen, through whom 
the insurance had been placed, was unable to 
explain the company’s action. 
APPEALED TO AN ‘‘HONORABLE.’’ 

On Thursday last Mr. Kauffman wrote to the 
President of the Buckeye company about the 
matter, that wentleman’s name being given 
in the policies, ete., of the company as 
**Hon.’’ 8. 8. Bloom. The letter to that 
officer is a trifle lurid, and reads as follows: 


OFFICE KAUFFMAN MILLING Co., 
ST. Louts, Oct.-16, 1899. 


Fion. 8. 8. Bloom, Shelby, O.: 


DEAR Sir—I paid premiums on a policy in 
the Buckeye Mutual, of which you are Presi- 
dent, for $1,000, but when your company came 
te settle up for my loss Mr. Stambaugh coolly 
writes me under date of Sept. 15, that the 
company is only legaily Hable ior §666.66, and 
refuses to answer my letters asking upon 
what grounds your company pays only two- 
thirds of the policy. The policy contains 
nothing to explain. Haye written him twice 
and he does not reply. 

Of course, if he ig-a thiefand has stolen the 
one-third ofthe amountirom your company- 
he has good reasons for keeping silent. I 
want the money ora /ezitimate reason for it 
being unpaid. The prefix to your pame on 
the letter head is either merited or not. If it 
is, you willanswer this letter. Ifnot, then 
there is good cause why the action of Mr. 
Stambaugh should be published tn every mill- 
ing paper in America. Respectfully,

DISCUSSED AMONG INSURANCE MEN. 

The system of accepting premiums on the 
face value ofa policy and then in the event 
of loss paying only two-thirds, was one tliat 
to the ordinary insurer was hard to under- 
stand. Mr. Kauffman states thst he intends 
sending an aceount of the Buckeye system of 
insurance to the milling journais of the coun- 
try, so that ail millers will understand, should 
they receive a Buckeye policy, that the com- 
pany is only ‘‘legalily liable for two-thirds of 
the fullvaiue of the policy,’’ and govern 
themselves accordiigly in accepting or re- 
fusing to accept such a policy. 

An attempt was made to see George D. 
Capen, the insurance agent, and obtain his 
explanation of the Buckeye Co.’s action, but 
that gentleman could not be seen at bis office. 
Mr. Kauffman had already stated that Mr. 
Capen could give no reason for such a system 
ot payiog fre losses. =

104th year by restricting 
his diet to soup, stale bread, yolk of egg raw 
and meat, of all of which he consumed at four 
meals but twelye ounces in each twenty-four 
hours during which time he also drank fourteen 
ounces of light claret wine.

Dr. Henry O. Chapman, proiessor of physi- 
ology in the Jefferson Medicai College of 
Philedelphia, one of the oldest and most hon- 
‘@red institutions of its kind on this continent, 
writes as follows:

DEAR Srr—I beg leave tv submit the follow- 
ing anewers to your questions:

Where are now Assyria, Greece 
and Rome? The sea itself has changed. 

8. A mixed diet is indicated by the 
structure of the human body, which Is inter- 
mediate in character between that of an ani- 
mal and vegetal feeder. The chemical com- 
position of the body'and blood, the structure 
of the teeth and tbe alimentary canal agree 
in proving that album!inous, hydro-carbonace- 
ous and carbo-bydrate food should comprise 
the die. of man. . There is no good reason 
whatever fcr the use of alcoho! in any form in 
health. Tobacco, except, perhaps, in great 
moderation, sbould also be avoided. Walking 
and horseback riding—best of exercise— 
should be teken in the open air. Take

DeaR Doctor—l. Life is naturally self 
limited, because it ie impossible to preserve 
the environwent of the cells, of which living 
bodies are composed, ina perfectiy uniform 
The activity which isa necessary 
of life involves ceaseless

lungs and other vital 
constant arn, away of tiesue 
and constant ormation of waste 
products. If the waste could be absolutely 
replaced and could be maintained at a uni- 
form standard it might be possible to pro- 
long the celi life. But it cannot be so because 
we cannot contro] changes of cell environ- 
ment. We cannot control the constaat 
changes of temperature, moisture and com- 
position of the atmosphere, any more than 
wecan control the exact.chemicail com posi- 
tion of food. No twoof Cornaro’s egas were 
of exactly the same composition, There are 
Constant variations in all diet, no matter 
how carefully prepared. There will there- 
fore be times when the proto- 
piasm of the body receives either too 
much or too little food, or where it becomes 
too moist or too dry, ortoo much exposed to 
varying thermal or nervous influences. Aili

AT LEAST A CENTURY. 

Dr. Henry Hartshorne is universally conte: 
nized, both at home and abroad, as one of the 
highest living authorities on the subject ua- 
} der consideration. For many years he has 
most ably filled the chair of Professor of Hy- 
giene in the University of Pennsylvania, Phil- 
adelphia, and that of Professor of Organic 
Science and Philosophy in Hartford College. 
The subject of human longevity is one to 
which he has probably devoted more time and 
thought than any other medical writer, and 
his views are therefore entitied to great cuon- 
sideration and respect. In reply to the ques- 
tions propounded to him he writes as follows: 

GBEMANTOWN, PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 9. 

DEAR Sir—Your questions deal with a sub- 
ject of the most intense interest and open up 
a wide field—aimost a limitiess one—for 
speculative thought. The topic you have pro- 
posed is one which appeals most directly to 
the sympatby and interest of all mankind. ~ 

In answering your questions I would say: 
1. Most undoubtedly there is a limit to the 
duration of buman (as of every other organic) 
life; which cannot be exceeded no mat- 
ter how perfect may be the hy- 
gienic regimen adopted to accomplish 
that end. Disturbing agencies so generally 
shorten life that we lack sufficient data upon 
which to form any reliable opinion as to the 
normal ays dotted of man. 

Second. Longevity, like every other phys- 
ical or mental trait, may be inherited—that 
is, transmitted bv parents to their children. 
There are teo many remarkable instances on 
record to admit of doubt. Thomas Parr lived 
to be 152 years of age, while oneof his sons 
died at 109, one of his grandsons at 113, 
and Robert Parr, a great-grandson, 
lived to be 12. The *‘‘Library of 
Health,’’ aquaint old publication for 1840, 
contains the foliowing. ‘‘We are personally 
acquainted with the late Dunald McDonald of 
quarrelsome memory, who was sent to the 
House of Correction for a street brawl when 
about 105 years of age. His father lived to be 
137, and there is notelling how much longer 
he would have lived had he not been accident- 
ly killed.’’ These instances of great longev- 
ity being transmitted through one or more 
generations might be endlessly multiplied, but 
they by no means prove that it would be pos- 
sible to gradually breed ‘‘a race of men who 
would live for many centuries,’’ as you sug- 
gest. Such a thing is scarcel¥ probable. With 
regard to the cases of great longevity men- 
tioned in the Bible, I incline to the view of 
those commentators who suppose that three 
months were counted as a year in the ante- 
diluvian period, so that Methuselah lived less 
than 260 years as we reckon years now. I be- 
lieve, however, that at least 100 years is the 
proper period of man’s life. 

8. Cornaro’s diet, in my estimation, was 
too thin (no slang phrase intended)—except 
the wine—for most old men. The Romaa 
Celsus bas sala that wine is the milk of old 
men. Ooncentrated (liquid) food of an ani- 
mal nature, and especially milk, I consider 
important when the loss of teeth begins on a 
second infancy.

A work, 
whieh foreshadowed the dawning of a new 
era of science, and which to-day is the bible 
of all philosophic disciples. Although this

On the 26th of Ma), 1789, an unusual excite. 
Ment was noticeabliamong the students of 
Jena. Frederich Shiller, the most popular 
of the German poes, delivered his opening 
address as the newy appointed professor of 
philosophy. Mark of the highest esteem 
were showered up@ him. He spoke toan 
audience of morethan 500 people, while at 
the same time the mte-rooms overflewed with 
others, which the jicture room was too small 
to accommodate. Jrom that day on the great 
poet was one of thifaculty of the University 
of Jena until 1799, when he removed to the 
adjacent Weimar, the residence of his gener- 
ous patron, Karl Atgust, and the home of his 
warmest friend, Go¢the. Even during his so- 
journ at Jena Scbillir’s fame shed its jumi- 
nous rays far bey¢nd the border lines of Ger- 
many. The best men ofthat day were en-

A number of younger poets congregated 
around the brothers Schlegen and formed the 
so-called ‘‘romanté school,’’ at the head of 
which the two brothers stood. This school ex- 
ercised unbounded influence upon the litera- 
ture ofthe day, and for years set the fashion

Tiek, Novalis and Brentano joined forees with 
them and Jena was called ‘‘the Little Athens 
of the Saale,’’ for there was no other paraliel 
in history which could compare with the 
ee activity that preyailed here at that 
me. 


The greatest of all German poets, Goethe, 
also left his traces in Jena. While hfs home 
was in Weimar, he dwelt equally as much in 
Jena, the ‘‘dear little nest.’’ and he had a 
standing habitation there during the later 
years of his life. Before that time his favorite 
stopping place was the Hotel Zur Tanne (Pine 
Tree Hotel) in Wenigenjena. Many of his 
poems originated there, among them the 
‘*Erlking.’’ A little ways below Wenigenijena 
the silvery waters of the Saale are lined with 
meadows, covered with thickly growing som- 
ber alders, poplars and other trees. This was 
Goethe’s favorite spot, and there he sat one 
evening when a peasant galioped 
by, holding a sick child in his arms, 
which he hastened to carry to 
the clinle of Jena. The child died before he 
reached the town, and the poor father was 
compelled to return home with his dead babe, 
This sad event furnished the subject for the 
‘*Eriking.’’ Goethe was aiso a welcome guest 
at the house of the book dealer Frommann, 
where he met the latter’s adopted daughter, 
‘*Minchen Herzlieb,’’ the original of ‘*Otti- 
lie’’ in his‘‘Eclectic Affinities.’ 

Goethe, the ‘Great Pagan,’’ as he was 
sometimes called, always loved Jena, and the 
famous school took up bis wonderful legacy 
of natural philosophy, nursing it carefully 
and faithfully. Goethe was not only a great 
poet, but also a great scientist, ard 

a diligent champion of the 

of progeny, Darwinism, va 

commonly called. What Reinhold 

did for Kant’s doctrine, the world-renowned 

Philosopher, Haeckel, did for Darwin, La- 

mark, Goethe and Oxen, and Jena is the only 

university of Germany from which this 4doc- 
trine emanates. 

But Jena is also a jolly college town; the 
merry songs of tLe ‘‘boys’’ ring through its 
streets, and the ancient song of praise comes 
with constantly renewing fervor from the 
young throats: 

Life at Jena, it is bene; 
Life at Jena, it is good! 

Still more convincing are Schiller’s words in 
his letter to Voigt: ‘‘No place in Germany is 
to methat which Jenais with its surround- 
ings, for lam sure that nowhere else can man 
enjoy so true and sensible a liberty as here.’’

**And how do you propose to compel the In- 
tending spouses to love each other and no 
one else besides? In every case the young 
girl or the young man will be found to love 
some one else, in which case, according to 
you, marriage is impossible. From this I 
clearly perceive that the people who maintain 
that’ you Christians do not marry at all, are 
quite right. This is alsothe reason why you 
are singie, and will probably ever remain 80. 
For how is it conceivable that aman who 
marries a girlshould have never previously 
inflamed the heart of any other woman, or 

thaf agirl should have reached the age of 
maturity without having ever awakened the 
feeling of love iu the breast of any man? What 
do you suggest that Helen should have 
done?’’ 

‘*‘Our elder Oyril speaking once of this mat- 
ter, remarked that people in the Pagan world, 
without spending even a passing thonght 
upon their duty of loving their fellow men, 
without having ever done anything to educate 
such a feeling, are ;solicitous about one thing 
only: how to excite in their own breasts a pas- 
sionate love for women; and they leave 
nothing undone to foster this passion. It is 
for this reason that in their world every Helen 
or Helen-like woman arouses the love of 
many men. The rivals fight with each other 
and strain every nerve to excel each other just 
like brutes eager to win the female. 
And -to a greater or less extent their 
marriage is a strugygle—a form of violence. 
In our community we not only never think of 

ersonal enjoyment of beauty, but we sedu- 

ously avoid all those seductive contrivances 
and artifices likely to act as temptations 
thereto, which the Pagan world nas raised 
almost tothe dignity of apotheosis. We fix 
our thoughts upon the obligation we are under 
to reverence and love our neighbor, compris- 
ing this term all men, whether they happen 
to bé of unsurpaseed beauty or of repulsive 
ugliness. We do ir Dest to educate that 
sentiment, and thie is why with us love for 
our fellow men gete the upper hand over the 
seductions of beauty, conquers them anv re- 
moves all pretexts fo: quarrels and feuds that 
have their source in the relatious of the sexes. 
A Ohristian contracts marriage only when 
his union with the woman, between wnom 
and himselfthere isa bond of mutual affec- 
tion, causes bitterness to noone. Cyril goes 
even so far astosay that a Christian will 
not even feel an attachment for a womas un- 
less he knows that his marriage with her will 
not causg@ a feeling of pain to anyone.’’ 

‘*Butds such a thing conceivabie,’’ objected 
Juliis. ‘‘Is a man then the masterof his 
likes and dislikes?’’ 

' **Not if he have already given them loose 
rein; but he can avoid arousing them and ar- 
rest their development. Take as a& case in 
point the relations of fathers to daughters, 
mothers to their sons, brothers to their sis- 
ters. A mother, daughter or sister, how beau- 
tiful so ever she may be, is never con- 
ceived of as an object of personal enjoyment 
by ber son, ber fatherorher brother, and so 
the coarse animal feelings are not awakened. 
They would be aroused in such a case, if the 
man discovered that his supposed daughter, 
mother or sister was no relation whatever, 
but even then the sentiment in question 
would be feeble, easily amendable to reason 
and it would cost the man but little effort to 
curb or wholly repress it. The reason why 
the coarse carnal feeling would be weak is 
because there would lie at its root 
sentiment of filial, -paternal or, brother- 
ly love. Why do you persist 
in doubting that it is possible and eyen easy 
to evoke and educate in man exactly such a 
sentiment towards all women asis actually 
entertained towards wothers, daughters and 
sisters, and to cause the fesling of conjugal 
love to flourish on this basis? Asa young 
man will notallow himselfto cherish any- 
thing like a sexual affection forthe young 
giri whom he looked upon as his sister, so a 
Christian refuses to entertain asimiiar feel- 
ing for any woman whatever untilhe knows 
thutsuech love forheron his part will cause 
no one pain or displeasure.’’ 

‘*‘But how, if two men fall 
same girl?’ 

‘*One of them will sacrifice 
happiness of the other.’’ 

‘‘Lut suppose she herself loves one of 
them/?’’ . 

‘'Theg he whom she loves less will sagrifice 
his love for her happinuess.’’ 

‘*‘Well, but if sheioves the two and both in- 
sist on sacrificing their sentiments, she will 
not marry either, I take 1t?’’ 

‘*In acase ofthat kind the elders would 
weigh the matter welland advise the parties 
to takea course that would result in the 
greatest amount of happiness forall con- 
cerned, combined with the greatest amount of 
love.’”’ 

‘*‘Butthatis not the course usually taken, 
and the reason is that itis cosatrary to human 
nature.’”’ 

‘‘Human nature! Which human nature? 
Besides being an animal, a wan is, I presume, 
likewise aman, and if the relations to Woman 
which our Christian religion advocates are not 
in harmony with man’s animal nature they 
are in perfect accordance with his rational 
nature. And when he makes his reason the 
handmaid of his animal nature, he falls lewer 
in the scaie of God’s creatures than the very 
brutes—he descends to violence, to incest, to 
which no animal sinks. But when he employs 
his rational nature to curb his animal in- 
stincts; when the latter are forced inte the 
service of the former, then and only then does 
he obtain that happiness which alene is capa- 
bie of satisfying his yearnings.

‘*In whatdo you discern this savagery?’’ 

**In the circumstance that, as you work to 
earn @ livelihood, you bave no leisure or op- 
portunity to devote yourselves to science and 
art. Here are you, for instance, attired ina 
raggea garment, with rough horny hands and 
feet; while our mate, who might weil be a 
goddess of beauty, is ds like a slave as a free- 
woman could be, You Christians have no 
hymns of Apollo, no temples, no poetry, no 
games, in a Word, nothing of all these gifts of 
the gods to man which adorn life and make !t 
beautiful. To grind, grind and grind, like 
slaves or oxen, merely in order to support 
yourse'fon the coarsest of food, what elise is 
that buta voluntary and impious renunocia- 
tion of the human will and nature?’’ 

‘*There it is again,’’ exclaimed Pamphilius; 
**that tiresome humans nature. In what does 
this nature consist, pray? Is itin torturing 
slaves with work beyond their strength, in 
the butchering of one’s brothers or reducing 
them to slavery, or is it in transforming wo- 
man from what she is into an object of amuse- 
ment? And yet all this is absolutely indispen- 
sable to that beauty and life which you con- 
sider alone beséems human nature.

We read and study the 
writing bequeathed to us by the wisdom of 
men who lived before us; we chant songs, we 
paint pictures, and our songs and our 
pletures comfort us, cheer us up in moments 
of sadness. Therefore it is that we cannot 
bring ourselves to approve the way in which 
you, Pagans, apply the arte and sciences. 
Your scholars employ their natoral capacities 
and acquired knowledge to invent new ways 
of working evil to others. They are always 

making the methods of 
effective, more deadly 
say, they are engayed 

making murder easier; they are ever con- 
cocting new schemes for earning money, that 
ig for enriching some persons at the expense 
of others. Yeur art is utilized for the build- 
ing and ornamentation of temples ip honor of 
godsin whom the most’ enlightened amohg 
you haveiong since ceased to believe, but 
faith in whom yeu try to keep alive in others 
in the hope that by means of this fraud it will 
be all the more ‘éasy for yeu to keep them 
well in hand. Your statues are raised to the 
strongest and most cruel of yout tyrants, 
whom noone esteems but all fear. In the 

lays given in your theaters criminal 
ove is lauded and applauded. Music 
among you is degraded to the role of & means 
of tickling the senses of rich gluttons after 
they have gorged themselves to satiety on the 
meats and drinks oftheir luxurious banquets. 
The highest use to which painting is pui ia to 
depict in houses of illfame scenes at which 
no man can glance witbout blushing whose 
senses are not paralyzed by the fumes of wine 
or blunted by beastiy passion. 

‘*No, it is net for such purposes that man is 
endowed with those higher attributes which 
distinguish him from the beasts of the field. 
They were not given to be turned into a piay- 
thing for the delectation of our bodies. By 
consecrating our whole life to the fulfillment 
of God’s will, we are employing, and employ- 
ing to the highest purpose, all those nobler 
gifts and faculties which we have received 
from God.’’

If 
anyone wanted to take those grapes from us, 
we should give them up witnout the slightest 
resistance. For these same reasons we have 
nothing to fearfrom an invasion of barba- 
rians. Ifthey wanted to depriveus of the 
products of ourlabor, weshouid yieid them 
up at once; if they insisted on our working for 
them, this also we should 
with joy; and not 
would the barbariane have 
cause to kili us, but it would be detrimental 
to what they consider their own interests to 
de 80. They would soon get to understand 
us, would even grow to love us, and we 
should bave less to suffer from them thagwe 
now have to endure from the enlightened 
people In whose midst we live and by whom 
we are persecuted.’’ 


‘‘It has been frequently @rged by you and 
yours that it is only in consequence of the 
righis of saggh od | being respected that one is 
enabled to obtain all those articles of food 
and clothing with which people are nourished 
and keptalive.

Parures of diamonds are so fashioned that they 
can be broken up and used as separate pieces. 
In their origimal shape they form 
festoons that are clasped on the breast 
and 6 shoulders by diamond flowers. 
There are shell back combs of the 
Piain type tipped with diamonds as 
big as your fingernail. The magnificence is 
varied by sapphires with the diamonds. 
Jeweled insects continue «a craze. The 
latest piece of jewelers’ art Is a silver bee, 
the body of which is a colored diamond. 
Knife-edged bracelets with overlapping 
ends have two or three flies or bees marking 
the boundaries. In the less expensive 
bracelets the moonstone takes the place of 
the diamond, but the form is still a bee, 
wasporfiy. A pretty design is aciuster of 
white thistle down, sparkling with tiny 
diamonds on its silken spikes above diamond 
leaves; it is one of the prettiest of the season. 
Another design is a carefully worked out 
thistle leaf of gold with the bioom of the 
amethyst quartz. Small orchids with a 
single diamond dewdrop or tiny diamond ten- 
drilare used as a scart pin. Watches are the 
daintiest oftrinkets. From a jeweled bow- 
knot hangsa diamond globe, with its South 
Pole sliced off and here the hours are marked 
off.

A PHOTOGRAPHIC NECKTIE. 


An Irgenieus Instantaneous Camera In- 
vented by a Freachman. 


Where will the progress of instantaneous 
photography end? In view of the admirable 
results obtained by scientists inventors have 
for several years been settifig their wits to 
work to devise small apparatus for allowing 
amateurs to take photographs without any 
one seeing them do it. The new invention is 
something cleverer than any before made and

designed to meet with great success among 
practicians. It is a questien of a necktie 
provided with a pin. The latter is an objective 
and the necktie isa camera. Whenp ‘any one 
approaches you and speaks to you ata dis- 
tauce of two or even three feet you press a 
rubber bulb concealed in your pocket and you 
have the portrait of your interlocutor. 

This ingenious little apparatug, with which 
also general views may be taken, was devised 
by Mr. Edmond Bioch. The instrument is not 
yet being manufactured for sale. 

Fig. lrepresents the photographic necktie, 
and Fig. 2 gives a front view of it as it is to be

worn by the operator, the metallic camera, 
which is flat and very light, being hidden 
under the vest. Fig. 1 gives a back view, the 
cover of the camera being removed to show 
the interior mechanism, comprising six small 
frames, which are capable of passing in suo- 
cession before the objective, and which per 
mit of obtaining fix negatives. The instru- 
ment may be constructed with twelve er 
eighteen frames. The apparatus is oper 
ated as follows: The necktie hayv- 
ing been adjusted, the shutter is set by a pull 
upon the button, A (Fig.1, No. 2), which 
passes under the vest. In order to change 
the plate, itis necessary to turn from left to 
right the button, B, whieh h s been intro- 
duced into button-hole of the vest, and which 
simulates a button of that garment. This 
button must be turned until the effect of a 
locking, which oocars atC (Fig. 1, No. 1), is 
perceiyed, and which pute the plate exactly 
before the objective. In order toopen the 
latter, it is necessary to press the rubber 
bulb, D, which has been put into the trouserss 
pocket. The rubber tube; E,.passes under 
the vest and serves to transmit the' action of 
the band. 2 

ln order to charge the apparatus, it is opened 
at the bottom by turning the small gg ot 
G GG; the sensitized plates are put into the 
frames, and the springs are turned back to 


their former position.

Probably no 
other man ever sat in the House of Commons 
for only a single term, whocould have chal- 
lenged such emphatic encom iums from 80 en- 
lightened and conscientious a statesman as 
Giadstene. 


At the close of his parliamentary term, Mill 
with his wife and her daughter retired to 
Avignon in Soutkern France. Here in 1858 
Mrs. Milldied. Mili caused to be inscribed on 
her tembstene such words as ‘‘hercilear power 
ful, original and eomprehbensive inteliect.’’ 
‘* Were there even a few hearts and intelle ots 
like hers this earth would already become 
the hoped-for heayen.’’ Grote said that only 
John Mili’s reputation could survive such 
displays of folly. Mill continued to reside at 
Avignon and continued to write. But his 
creative energy was gone. He continued to 
toll at books and with his pen ard to make 
botanical stroils, though with little knowl- 
edge of botany. The writings of his later 
years are not very valuable, though every 
line that Mill wrote is worth reading. May 38, 
1878, he died. When told that his lilness was 
mertal he quietly said: ‘‘My work is done.’’ 

Im person John Stuart ili was tail and 
slim. His hair and eomplexion were fair, 
his eye keen but mild and his head 
baid. His learning and intellect made 
his conversation good, but he did not 
sparkie. In conversation and even in Par- 
liamentary debate he would stop a minute or 
sv for the right word and he would stay 
stopped till he gotthe word. Carlyie eaid his 
talk was ‘‘wintry and sawdustish.’’ Mill 
was all human, @ quarreied with one of bis 
brothers and. sofaras is known, remained 
at oute with him tillthe brother’s death. As 
a mere writer, as to mere literary excellence, 
Mill cannot be much praised. any of his 
sentences are faulty. Whatshall be said of 
this: ‘‘lam thus one of the very few exam- 
ples, inthis coustry, of one whe has not 
thrown off religious belief, but never bad it,’’ 
Yet this century has produced few thinkers 
so abie, few men so useful as John Stuart
